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PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
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MINNESOTA, TO BE VOTED ON AT 

THE GENERAL ELECTION IN 

NOVEMBER, A. D. 1902. 



CHAPTER I. H-^- No. 65. 

Constltution- 

An act proposing an amendment to sections one (i), ^^^T^^*^' 
two (2) and three (3) of article nine (9) of the constitu- 
tion of the State of Minnesota. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota:  

Section i. That sections one (i), twQ (2) and 
three (3) of article nine (9) of the constitution of the 
State of Minnesota be amendted so as to read as follows : 

Section i. The power of taxation shall never be sur-. 
rendered, suspended or contracted away. The legislature . 
shall provide for an annual tax sufficient to defray the 
estimated ordinary expenses of the state for each year and 
whenever it shall happen that such ordinary expenses for 
any year shall exceed the income of the state for such year 
the legislature shall at its next general session provide for 
levying a tax sufficient to pay su6h deficiency. And 
whenever the income of the state from other sources shall 
be sufficient to defray all of its ordinary expenses without 
the levy of any annual state tax, such tax levy shall be 
omitted. All taxes to be raised in this state shall be as 
nearly equal as may be, and shall be levied and collected 
for public purposes only ; and^ all property on which taxes 
are to be levied, except as herein otherwise provided, shall 
have a cash valuation, and shall be equalized and uniform 
throughout the state; provided that whenever the levy of 
a tax for state purposes is omitted as above provided!, the 
taxes levied for local purposes shall be upon a valuation 
of the property within the several counties and the sub- 
divisions thereof which shall be equalized and uniform 
throughout each county. The legislature may by general 
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or special law authorize municipal corporations to levy 
assessments for local improvements upon the property 
fronting upon such improvements, or upon property bene- 
fited thereby, or both, without regard to a cash valuation 
in suQh manner as the legislature may prescribe. There 
may be levied and collected an annual tax upon franchises 
granted by public authority, in addition to the tax on the 
real property and other personal property of the person 
or corporation holding such franchise ; or in lieu of a tax 
on such franchise alone, or in lieu of a tax on such fran- 
chise and the personal property used' in connection with 
the exercise of the same, there may be imposed such tax 
upon the gross earnings of the person or corporation hold- 
ing such franchise as the legislature may determine; and 
said tax shall be apportioned between the state, counties 
and municipalities where such franchise is exercised, in 
the same manner as real estate taxes are apportioned. 
There may be levied and collected a transfer tax not to 
exceed five per centum upon the estates of decedents, 
above a fixed and specified sum, which "tax may be uniform 
or gradfed or progressive. There may be levied and col- 
lected a registry tax upon all real estate mortgages which 
shall be in lieu of all other taxes on the debt secured by 
such mortgages ; and a tax upon the income from all cred- 
its owned by persons or corporations, as such credits are 
now or miay be hereafter defined by law, and also on the 
income arising from all personal property, and also upon 
the income of all persons or corporations above the sum 
of one thousand dollars per annum, not arising from such 
credits or from such personal property, or from property 
otherwise taxed in this state. Such income" tax shall be 
uniform throughout the state and may be graded' or pro- 
gressive or both, and shall be levied at a rate not to ex- 
ceed ten per centum upon the income from such credits, 
and upon the income from personal property, and at a rate 
not exceeding four per centum* upon such other income. 
. Laws shall 'be passed taxing all real and personal property ; 
provided that credits and personal property shall not be 
subject to other taxation than the income or registry tax 
herein authorized, while the law imposing such income or 
registry tax shall be in force; providted, public burying 
grounds, public schools, public hospitals, public library 
associations, colleges, universities and all seminaries of 
learning, all churches and church property used exclusive- 
ly for religious purposes and institutions of purely puBlic 
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charity, and public property used exclusively for public 
purposes, and personal property to an amount not exceed- 
ing three hundred dollars to each individual shall be ex- 
empt from taxation, but such personal exemption shall 
not be allowed to more than one member of the same fami- 
ly. Provided, further, that nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed to affect, modify or repeal any law pro- 
viding for the taxation of the gross earnings of railroads. 

Sec. 2. The amendment herein proposed shall be sub- 
mitted to the people for their approval or rejection at the 
general election for the year 1902, and the qualified voters 
of the state shall, in their respective districts at such elec- 
tion, vote for or against such amendment, by ballot, and 
the returns thereof shall be made and certified' at the same 
time and in the same manner as is provided by law with 
reference to state officers, and if it shall appear that a 
majority of all the voters voting at such election shall 
have voted in favor of said' amendment, the Governor 
shall make proclamation thereof and said amendment shall 
thereupon take effect and be in force as a part of the con- 
stitution of said state. The ballots used at such elections 
shall have printed thereon the following : 

"Amendment to section one (i), two (2) and three 
(3), of article nine (9), of the constitution providing for 
a t^x on real estate mortgages and on the franchises of 
corporations and upon the income of corporations and in- 
dividuals in excess of the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000) per year 'Yes''— 'No.' Each elector voting 
upon such proposed amendment shall place a cross (X) 
mark in the space to be left opposite the word 'Yes* or 
'No,' and each vote shall be counted for or against such 
proposed amendment in accordance with the provisions 
of the election laws of this state." 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

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CHAPTER 2. H. F. No. 58. 

An act relating to the taxation of real estate; providing 1^^^^^%^ 
for penalties relating thereto; the entry of tax judgments, 
and the sale and disposition of such delinquent real estate: 
redemption from such sale, and the payment of taxes upon 
real estate so delinquent. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: 

TITLE I. 

Section i. When Penalty Attaches. — On the first whenpenai- 
day of June of each year a penalty of lo per cent shall im- *^ attaches. 
mediately accrue and thereafter be charged upon all un- 
paid taxes on real estate on the current lists in the hands 
of the county treasurer and any county treasurer who 
shall make out and deliver or countersign any receipt 
for such taxes without including such penalty therein 
shall be liable to the county for the amount of such 
penalty; provided, that when the taxes charged against 
any tract, or lot exceed one dollar, one-half thereof may 
be paid prior to the said first day of June, whereupon 
no penalty shall attach to the one-half so paid; and there- 
upon the remaining one-half may be paid on or subse- 
quent to the first day of June and prior to the first day of 
November following, whereupon no penalty shall attach 
to such remaining one-half.

all such delinquent taxes ; and any auditor who shall make 
out and deliver any statement of delinquent taxes without 
including the penalties imposed by this section therein, 
and any treasurer who shall receive payment of such taxes 
without including in such payment all items as shown on 
the auditor's statement, shall be liable to the county for 
the amount of any items omitted. 

Sec. 3. Filing and Effect of Delinquent Tax List. — 
eS^tot^de- O^ ^^ before the first day of February in each year the 
iis?"^"^ *^^ county auditor shall file in the office of the cleric of the 

district court of the county, or if it be attached for judicial 
purposes to some other county, then in the office of the 
clerk of such court in that county, a list of the delinquent 
taxes upon. real estate within his county, which list shall 
contain a description of each piece or parcel of land on 
which such taxes shall be so delinquent, except such pieces 
or parcels of land as shall have theretofore been bid in by 
the state and not assigned by it or redeemed, with the 
name of the owner, if known, and if unknown, so stated, 
appearing on the delinquent list, and the total amount of 
taxes and penalty or penalties, with the year or years for 
which the same are delinquent set opposite such descrip- 
tion, and shall verify such list by his affidavit, that the 
same. is a correct list of taxes delinquent for the year or 
years therein appearing upon real estate in said county. 
The filing of such list shall have the force and effect of 
filing a complaint in an action by the county against each 
piece or parcel of land therein described, to enforce^pay- 
ment of the taxes and penalties therein appearing* against 
it, and shall be deemed the institution of such action ; and 
the same shall operate as notice of the pendancy of such 
action. The affidavit required by this section shall be 
substantially in the following form :

The name of the town, township, range, city, village or 
borough and addition or subdivision, as the case may be, 
shall be repeated at the head of each column of the printed 
lists as brought forward from the preceding column. 

Sec. 5. Character of Papers in Which Notice and List 
May be Published. — Any newspaper having been printed 
and pubHshed in the county in the English language for a 
period of at least one year immediately preceding designa- 
tion, and* having had general circulation in the county 
during such period, shall be deemed eligible to be desig- 
nated for the publication of the notice and list of delin- 
quent real property, as provided in section 4 of this act. 

Sec. 6. Filing of Bids for Publishing. — Any publish- 
er or proprietor of a newspaper eligible to be designated, 
as provided by the preceding section, may prior to the day 
on which the board of county commissioners designate a 
newspaper for the publication of the notice and! list of de- 
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• 

linquent real property, file in the office of the county au- 
ditor an offer to publish such notice and list in such pa- 
per, stating in such offer the rate at which he will make 
such publication, which shall not exceed fifteen cents for 
each description. The board may in its discretion, re- 
receive offers presented to it at any time prior to the time 
when designation is made. 

Sec. 7 Designation of 'Newspaper by Resolution. — Designauon 
The board of county commissioners shall, at their annual per by 
meeting in January, and prior to the designation, open, ^^^ " ^°'^* 
examine and consider all offers for publication filed in the 
office of the county auditor, or presented to them as pro- 
vided in the preceding section, and shall thereupon award 
the publication of the notice and list of delinquent real 
property to the publisher or proprietor of a newspaper as 
defined in section 5 of this act, whose offer is found to be 
the lowest and does not exceed fifteen cents for each de- 
scription. Provided, however, that in the d'esignation of 
ai;y paper under the provisions of this section, the char- 
acter and value thereof as a medium for getting the notice 
and list to be published therein before the taxpayers of . 
the county may be taken into consideration by the board. 
The board shall not be bound by any such offer, but may 
reject any or all offers so filed or presented, if in its judg- 
ment, the public interest so requires, and may thereupon 
make designation of a paper without regard to any reject- 
ed offer or offers. In any county in which no newspaper, 
as d>efinedin section 5 of this act is printed, the board shall 
designate any such newspaper printed' in the judicial dis- 
trict in which the county is situated and circulating in the 
county. Every such designation shall be by resolution, 
which shall be substantially in the following form :

A copy of the resolution, certified by the county audi- 
tor, shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the district 
court.

If, for any reason, the board shall fail to make desig- 
nation of a newspaper for the publication of such notice

give the bond described by section lo of this act, the 
county auditor shall thereupon designate the same in writ- 
ing, which writing he shall immediately file in his office, 
and shall also file a certified copy thereof in the office of 
the clerk of the district court. 

Sec 8. Publication of Notice and List. — The county 
auditor shall cause the notice and list of delinquent real 
property to be published once in each of two consecutive 
weeks in the newspapet* designated, as provided in the pre- 
ceding section, the first publication of which notice and 
list shall be made on or before the twentieth -day of Feb- 
ruary, immediately following the filing of such list with 
the clerk of the district court. The county auditor shall 
file said list with the publisher of the paper so designated, 
at least twelve days before the date upon which said list 
shall be published for the first time. 

Sec. 9. Form of Notice and 'List to Be Approved by 
County Attorney — Every such publisher shall, immediate- 
ly after having prepared his forms for printing such notice 
and list, and at least five days before the first day for the 
publication thereof, furnish proof of the proposed publica- 
tion to the county auditor, who shall thereupon immediate- 
ly present the same .to the county attorney of his county 
for his approval as to the sufficiency of the form thereof. 

The county attorney shall, upon receiving such copy, 
immediately examine the same and make such corrections 
therein as to form as may be necessary in ord«r that the 
notice may be published in accordance with law. He shall 
thereupon return the same to the county auditor from 
whom received, advising him in writing of the necessary 
corrections to be made therein. 

When such copy shall have been returned to the county 
auditor and corrections made therein in accordance with 
the directions of the county attorney, the county auditor 
shall deliver the same to the printer for publication, who 
shall proceed' to publish it as corrected. On the first day 
on which said notice and list are published the publisher 
shall mail a copy of the paper containing the same to the 
county attorney, and another copy to the county auditor. 
If it shall be discovered by either the county attorney or 
the county auditor during the publication of said notice 
and list, or within ten days after the last publication there- 
of has been made, that such publication is, for any reason, 
invalid, the county auditor shall immediately upon being 
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informed thereof, direct the publisher to republish the 
same, as corrected, for an additional period of two weeks. 

If such republication is neces'sary by reason of the neg- 
lect of the publisher, he shall receive no further compensa- 
tion for such republication ; but if caused by the mistake or 
inadvertence of either the county attorney or the county au- 
ditor, the publisher shall be entitled to the same compen- 
sation as is allowed by law for the publication of such 
notice and list. 

Sec. io. Publisher to Give Bond' — Liability. — The Publisher t<>

owner or manager of the newspaper m which the said no- 
tice and list are to be published shall, wfthin ten days 
after the designation thereof, execute to the state a good 
and sufficient bond with two or more responsible indi- 
vidual sureties, or in their stead one or more fidelity or 
surety companies in the sum of not less than two thousand 
(2,000) dollars, the amount whereof shall be fixed by the 
board of county commissioners at the session in which the 
said newspaper is designated', the form and sureties there- 
of to be approved by the county auditor, conditioned that 
he will publish said notice and list in such paper, in strict 
compliance with law ; that he will pay to the county^ all 
expenses and losses incurred by it from his neglect or re- 
fusal to so publish the said notice and list; that he will 
comply with all lawful directions of the county auditor 
with respect thereto, and that he will, when directed' by 
the county auditor, republish the said notice and list with- 
out further expense to the county when the original publi- 
cation thereof is, by reason of his own fault, insufficient. 

Sec. II. Certificate of County Attorney Required Be- ceruficate 
fore Payment for Publication. — No such publisher shall attorney re- ^ 
be entitled to or receive the fees for publishing such notice paymenf for' 
and list until he shall have obtained from the county attor- p"^"^^^*«"- 
ney a certificate that the publication thereof was made ac- 
cording to law, which certificate shall be filed by such pub- 
lisher in the office of the county auditor ; and any county 
auditor paying for such publication without such certifi- 
cate being so filed, shall be liable to the county for the 
amount so paid; provided', however, that if there be no 
county attorney of the county, or if .such county attorney 
shall, upon application, refuse to giv^ any such certificate, 
such publisher rnay apply to the attorney general on five 
days' notice to the county auditor and to the county at- 
torney, if there be one, of such application. The attor-

ney general shall, if of the opinion that such publication 
was made according to law, so certify, and on filing his 
certificate with the county auditor, a warrant may issue 
for the payment of such fees. It shall be the duty of the 
county attorney and the attorney general, upon applica- 
ion being made to them, respectively, by any such publish- 
er, to examine the publication of such notice and list, and 
if satisfied that such publication was made according to 
law to forthwith give the certificate herein provided' for. 

Sec. 12. Jurisdiction of Court. — Not Affected by 
What. — ^When the last publication shall have been made 
the notice shall be deemed to have been served and the 
court to have acquired full and complete jurisdiction to 
enforce against each piece or parcel of land in said pub- 
lished list described the taxes, accrued penalties and costs 
upon it then delinquent, so as [to] bind every estate, 
right, title, interest, claim or lien, in law or equity, in to, or 
such piece or parcel of land, of every person, company or 
corporation; and such jurisdiction shall not be in any way 
affected by any error in making the list filed with the clerk 
nor by any error, irregularity or omission in the assess- 
ment or levy of the taxes, or in any other proceedings 
prior to filing the said^ lists ; nor by any mistake in copy- 
ing the list for publication; nor by any mistake in pub- 
lishing said list ; nor in the designation of the newspaper 
wherein such list is published : nor by reason of the fail- 
ure of the publisher of such newspaper to give the bond 
required by this act; nor by reason of the taxes having 
been charged in any other name than that of the rightful 
owner ; nor by any mistake in the amount of tax in such 
published list appearing against any piece or parcel of 
land therein dtescribed ; provided that any judgment ren- 
dered in such proceedings shall be void upon satisfactory 
proof made at anv time that such real estate was exempt 
from taxation, or that such taxes were paid before judg- 
ment was rendered. 

Sec. 13. Affidavit of Publication to Be Filed. — The 
owner, publisher, manager or foreman in the printing 
office of the newspaper in which such notice and list shall 
have been published, shall, immediately thereafter, make 
and file with the clerk an affidavit of such publication, 
stating the days in which such publication was made, and 
shall also file with the clerk three copies of each number 
of the paper and supplement, if any, in which the notice 
and list shall have appeared. The publication may be 
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made in such newspaper, or partly in such newspaper 
and partly in a supplement issued therewith. The affi- 
davit required by this section to be made and filed shall 
be substantially in the following form :

Sec. 14. Who May Appear and Answer. — Any per- who may 
son, company, or corporation having any estate, right, tSsw.*"'* 
title or interest in, or lien upon, any piece or parcel of land 
embraced in said list as published, may, within twenty days 
after the last publication of said notice, file in the office 
of the said clerk an answer, verified as pleadings in civil 
actions, setting forth his defense or objection to the tax 
or penalty against such piece or parcel of land, which ans- 
wer need not be in any particular form, but shall clearly 
refer to the piece or parcel of land intended, and set forth 
in ordinary and concise language the facts constituting 
the defense or objection to such tax or penalty ; and if the 
list shall embrace the taxes for two or more years, the de- 
fense or objections may be to the taxes or penalty for one 
or more of such years. Such answer may embrace his de- 
fense or objections to any number of parcels of land em- 
braced in said list as published, to which he has any estate, 
right, title, interest in or lien upon. No reply to said 
answer shall be necessary, but at the trial the allegations 
of such answer shall be deemed to be denied.

— The clerk of the district court shall, upon the expira- 
tion of twenty days from the publication of the notice

Book," and> shall be signed by the clerk. The judgment 
shall be written out on the left hand pages of such book, 
leaving the right hand pages blank for the entries as here- 
inafter provided; and the same presumption in favor of 
the regularity and validity of the said judgment shall be 
deemed to exist as in respect to judgments in civil actions 
in said court, except in cases where taxes have been paid 
before the entry of said judgments, or where the land is 
exempt from taxation ; in which cases such judgment shall 
be prima facie evid!ence only of its regularity and validity. 

Sec. 1 6. Proceedings When Answer is Filed. — If ans- proceedings 
wers shalj be filed within the time hereinbefore prescribed, war fs fl?ld. 
such answers shall stand for trial at any general term 
of the district court in the county where such proceedings 
are pending, in session at the time when the time to file an- 
swers as aforesaid shall expire, or if the court be not then 
in session, then at the next general or special term appoint- 
ed to be held in said county; and if no general or special 
term shall be appointed to be held within thirty days there- 
after, then the same shall be brought to trial at any general 
term appointed fo be held within the judicial district, upon 
ten days' notice. 

It shall be the duty of the county attorney of the county 
in which said taxes are levied, if there be one, and, if there 
• be none, then of the county in which such proceedings are 
^ instituted, to take charge of and prosecute such proceed- 
ings; but the county commissioners of the county in 
which such taxes are levied may employ any other attor- 
ney to assist such county attorney therein. 

At the term at which such proceedings come on for 
trial, they shall take precedence of all other business be- 
fore the court. The court shall proceed without delay 
and summarily hear and determine the objections or de- 
fenses made by the'several answers, and shall disix)se of 
all such answers and direct judgment accordingly, and in 
the trial thereof shall disregard all technicalities and mat- 
ters of form not affecting the substantial merits. 

Sec. 17. Proceedings After Hearing.— Judgment. — Proceedings 
If, after a hearing, the court shall sustain the taxes and hearing, 
penalties in whole or in part against any piece or parcel "^"^ '™^^ *' 
of land, jud^ent shall be rendered against all such pieces 
or parcels for the amount as to which such taxes and pen- 
alties shall be sustained against such pieces or parcels re- 
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spectively, with costs and disbursements, and interest at 
one per cent per month from and- after the expiration of 
the twenty days named in the published notice hereinbe- 
fore provided for, unless the court otherwise direct ; which 
judgment may be substantially in the form prescribed in 
section 1 5 of this act, except that it shall, in addition, state 
that the same was rendered after answer and trial ; and, 
after the description of each piece or parcel, shall be stated 
the name of the person, company or corporaltion answer- 
ing as to such piece or parcel. 

If the court sustain the defense or objections to the 
taxes and penalties as to any piece or parcel of land, the 
judgment shall discharge such piece or parcel from the 
taxes in said list charged against it, or from such portion 
of such taxes as to which the defense or objection is sus- 
tained, and from all penalties. If such defense or objec- 
tion is not sustained for the entire amount of taxes 
charged against any such piece or parcel judgment shall 
be rendered' against such piece or parcel for the. amount as 
to which the defense or objection is not sustained. The 
court may in its discretion, award disbursem*ents for or 
against either party to the action. 

Sec. 18. Judgment for Taxes. — What Defense May 
be Mad'e. — If all the provisions of law in relation to as- 
sessment and levy of taxes shall have been complied with, 
of which the list so filed with the clerk shall be prima 
facie evidence, then judgment shall be rendered for such 
taxes and the penalties and costs. 

But no omission of any of the things by law provided 
in relation to such assessments and levy, or. of anything 
required by any oflficer or officers to be done prior to the 
filing of the list with the clerk shall be a defense or ob- 
jection to the taxes appearing upon any piece or parcel 
of land, unless it be also mad«e to appear to the court that 
such omission has resulted to the prejudice of the party 
objecting, and that the taxes against such piece or parcel 
of land have been partially, unfairly or unequally as- 
sessed ; or that such piece or parcel of land has been as- 
sessed and taxed at a valuation greater than its real and 
actual value ; and in such case, but no other, the court may 
reduce the amount of taxes upon such piece or parcel, 
and give judgment accordingly. It shall always be a 
defense in such proceedings, when madfe to appear by ans- 
wer and proofs, that the taxes have been paid, or that the 
property was not subject to taxation. 
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Sec. 19 Judgment. — Reviewed by Supreme Court. Judgment. 
— Proceedings. — The judgipent of the district court shall supreme 
be subject to review by the supreme court as in other civil pl-oceedings. 
actions. As soon as it shall be decided, the clerk of the 
supreme court shall enter the proper order and forthwith 
transmit a certified copy of such order to the clerk of 
the proper district court ; provided, that such proceeding 
shall in no case prevent the entry of judgpient in the dis- 
trict court, nor prevent the saile of any piece or parcel of 
land pursuant to the judgment of the district court, unless, 
at the time of taking such appeal, an undertaking with at 
least two sureties, and in an amount to be approved by 
the judge of the district court, conditioned for the pay- 
ment of the amount for which judgment shall be rendered 
in the district court, and the penalties and costs allowed 
by law, if the decision of the district court shall be af- 
firmed shall be filed with the clerk of the district court; 
providJed, further, that the court wherein any tax judg- 
ment is entered shall have power, in its discretion, and for 
good cause, shown by any person interested to open such 
judgment at any time before the expiration of the period 
of redemption, and may allow any defense to be inter- 
posed in such case that might have been interposed be- 
fore the entry of such judgment, and may at any time 
upon satisfactory proof, vacate and set aside such judg- 
ment on the ground that the tax in question was paid be- 
fore judgment was rendered, or that the real estate in 
question was not subject to taxation. 'Application to 
open such judgment may be summary upon such notice 
to the purchaser and county auditor of the proper county 
as the court may direct, and, in case a defense is allowed 
to be interposed, the case shall proceed in all respects as 
in defended cases under this act. 

Sec. 20. Filing of Papers by Clerk. — The clerk of Filing of 
the <Jistrict court shall attach together and keep on file in ?u?k^^ ^^ 
his office the list notice, affidavit of publication, one copy 
of the newspaper and supplement, if any, in which the 
notice and list were published, all answers, all orders 
made in the proceedings, and all affidavits and other pa- 
pers filed in the course of the proceedings. 

Sec. 21. Proceedings After Jud^gment. — When any Proceedings 
real estate tax judgment shall be entered, the clerk shall ment.^"^^" 
forthwith deliver to the county auditor, in a book to be 
provided by said auditor, a certified copy of such jud'g-

ment, which shall be written on the left hand pages of 
such books, leaving the right hand pages blank. 

Sec. 22. Payment Before Entry of Judgment and Be- 
fore Sale. — ^Any person may, before sale, pay the amount 
adjudged against any piece or parcel of land. 

If payment is made before the entry of judgment, and 
the d'elinquent lists have been filed with the clerk of the 
court, the. county auditor shall immediately certify to 
such payment to the clerk, who shall note the same on the 
delinquent list on file in his office; and all proceedings 
pending against su^h piece or parcel of land shall thereup- 
on be discontinued. If payment is made after judgment 
is entered and' before sale, the county auditor shall certify 
such payment to the clerk, who shall upon production of 
such certificate and the payment of a fee of ten cents to, 
him, enter on the right .hand page of the real estate tax 
judgment book and opposite the description of such piece 
or parcel, satisfaction of the judgment against the same. 

The county auditor shall make proper entries in the 
books of his office of ^11 payments made under the pro- 
visions of this section. 

TITLE III. 
Tax Judgment Sale. 

Sec. 23. Annual Tax Judgment Sale. — Notice. — On 
the second Monday in May in each year the county audi- 
tor shall sell all pieces or parcels of land against which 
judgment has been rendered for the taxes of the pre- 
ceding year or years and remain unsatisfied. 

Before making such sale he shall give notice thereof 
by posting such notices, one copy in the office of the clerk 
of the court where the judgment shall have been entered, 
one copy in the office of the county treasurer, and one 
copy at some conspicuous place at the county seat of said 
county, at least ten days before the day of sale; and by 
publishing such notice once in each of two successive 
weeks, the first publication to be at least fifteen days be- 
fore the day of sale, in some daily or weekly newspaper 
eligible to be designated for the publication of the notice 
and list of delinquent real property, if there be one printed 
in the county ; if there be no such newspaper printed in 
the county, then in one printed in the county in which 
the judgment shall have been entered; or if there be none 
in either, then in one published iti some county in the ju- 
dicial district; provided, that in all cases where answer 
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has been filed as provided by law, or when a republica- 
tion of the notice and list of delinquent taxes has been 
made pursuant to the provisions of this act, and judg- 
ment shall have been entered, the county auditor shall 
give the required notice by publication and otherwise, and 
within thirty days after judgment has been entered he 
shall proceed to sell all property against which taxes stand 
charged in such judgment. 

The notice herein required may be substantially in the 
following form :

At the time and place appointed in suth notice the coun- 
ty auditor shall commence the sale of such lands, and pro- 
ceed with the sale thereof from day to d'ay, for six consec- 
utive daysj or until the whole shall have been sold. 

If, for any reason, any tract or parcel of land against 
which a judgment has been entered shall be omitted from 
the tax judgment sale or sales of the year in which the 
same was entered, such judgment shall bear interest at 
one per cent per month from and after the date thereof, 
and the county auditor may include such tract or parcel 
in the next annual tax judgment sale. 

Sec. 24. Sale at Public Vendue. — Procedure. — The ^aie at 
auditor shall sell by public vendue each piece or parcel of vendue, 
land separately, in the order in which they are described Procedure, 
in the judgment and by the description therein; but if the 
sum bid for any piece or parcel shall not be paid on the 
day of the sale thereof, he shall again offer such piece or 
parcel for sale. 
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In offering the lands for sale, he shall state the amount 
for which each piece or parcel is to be sold, and shall 
then sell the same to the person who shall offer to pay 
the amount for which the same is to be sold, at the lowest 
annual rate of interest on such amount; provided, that 
no bids shajl be accepted when the proposed rate of inter- 
est exceeds twelve per centum per annum ; and, provided, 
further, that all bids for any fractional part of one per 
cent shall be a decimal part thereof and not less than one- 
tenth of one per cent. If no bidder shall bid an amount 
equal to that for which the piece or parcel is to be sold, 
at a rate of interest not exceeding* twelve per centum per 
annum, then the auditor shall bid in the same for the state 
at such an amount. The county treasurer shall attend 
the sale and receive all moneys paid thereon. 

Sec. 25. Certificate of Sale for Each Parcel — Title. — 
The auditor shall execute to the purchaser of any piece or 
parcel of land a certificate, which may be substantially in 
the following form :

Such certificate, in case the land shall not be red^eemed 
as in this act provided, shall pass to the purchaser an es- 
tate therein in fee simple without any other act or deed 
whatever. Such certificate may be recorded, after the 
time for redemption shall have expired, as other deeds of 
real estate, and the record thereof shall have the same 
force and effect in all respects as the record of such deeds 
and shall be evidence in like manner. If any purchaser 
shall at said sale purchase more than one piece or parcel, 
the auditor shall issue to the purchaser a certificate for 
each piece or parcel so purchased. 

Sec. 26. — Who may purchase. — Any person except who may 
county auditors, county treasurers, clerks of district court, 
and each of their deputies or clerks, may become the pur- 
chaser at such sale. If the owner purchase, the sale shall 
have the effect to pass to him (subject to redemption as 
herein provided) every right, title and interest of any and 
every person, company or corporation, free from any 
claim, liens or incumbrance, except such right, title, in- 
terest, lien or incumbrance as the owner so purchasing 
may be legally or equitably bound. to protect against such 
sale, or the taxes for which such sale* was made; provided, 
that nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to 
prevent any such officer or his deputy of clerk from be- 
coming the purchaser at such sale, of any lands of which 
he may be the owner, or upon which he may have a lien ; 
provided, further, that no county auditor, county treas- 
urer, clerk of district court, their deputies, or clerks, shall 
act as agent or attorney for the purchasers at such sale. 

Sec. 2"/. Entry in Judgment Book of Disposition of Kntryin 
Property at Sale.— Th^ county auditor shall, immediately ^tf^Vais- 
after such sale, set out in the copy judgment book what grop^??y^|t 
disposition was made at said sale of each piece or parcel s^^®- 
of land; if sold to an actual purchaser, to whom and for 
what amount, and for what rate of interest; and if bid 
in for the state, then so stating; and, upon any assignment 
or redemption he shall make a note thereof in said copy 
judgment book, opposite the piece or parcel assigned or 
redeemed. After he shall have set out in the copy judg- 
ment book what disposition was made at the sale of the 
several pieces or parcels of land, he shall deliver the same 
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to the clerk of the court, who shall forthwith enter on the 
right hand page of the real estate tax judgment book, op- 
posite the description of each piece or* parcel sold, the 
words, "satisfied by sale ;" and opposite each piece or par- 
cel bid' in for the state, the words, "bid in for the state;'' 
and he shall thereupon redeliver said copy judgment book 
to the auditor. 

Sec. 28. Taxes for Subsequent Years on Property 
Sold at Tax Sales. — The taxes for subsequent years shall 
be levied on property so sold or assigned by the state as 
hereinafter provided; or, if bid in for the state and not 
assigned, until title thereto shall have become fully vested 
in the state, in the same manner as though the sale had 
not been made ; and the purchaser or assignee of the state 
may pay the amount of such taxes, at any time after they 
become delinquent, and upon paying the same the amount 
thereof together with interest at the rate of 12 per centum 
per annum from the date of payment after they shall have 
become delinquent, shall be added to and be a part of the 
money necessary to be paid for redemption from sale. 
Any such purchaser or assignee paying such taxes shall 
at the time of the payment thereof present to the county 
auditor his tax certificate, and such auditor shall enter the 
fact of such payment and the amount thereof with the 
year or years for which payment is made on his copy of 
tax judgment book, opposite the tract or parcel embraced 
in such certificate. 

Sec. 29. Property Bid in for the State — Assigments — 
Form — Record — Evidence. — At any time after any piece 
or parcel of land shall have been bid in for the state, and 
before the expiration of the period of redemption, the 
same not having been redeemed, the county auditor shall 
assign and convey the same, and all the right of the state 
in any such piece or parcel of land acquired at such sale, 
to any person except the county auditor, county treasurer, 
clerk of the district court, and their deputies or clerks, 
who shall pay the amount for whiclf the same shall have 
been bid in, with interest at the rate of 12 per cent per 
annum and the amount of all subsequent delinquent taxes, 
penalties, costs, and interest at said rate upon the same 
from and after the time when such taxes become delin- 
quent; and he shall execute to such persons a certificate 
or conveyance for each piece or parcel, which may be sub- 
stantially in the following forms :

Such certificate, in case the land shall not be redeemed 
as in this act provided, shall pass to the purchaser or as- 
signee an estate therein in fee simple without any other 
act or deed whatever. Such certificate or conveyance 
may be recorded after the time for redemption shall have 
expired, as other deeds of real estate, and the record 
thereof shall have the same force and effect in all respects 
as the records of such deeds ; and the same, or the record 
thereof, sh^all be evidence in like manner, and have the 
same force and effect in all respects as the records of such 
deeds. ^ 

Sec. 30. Certificates as Evidence — Ground of Avoid- certificates 
ing Sale— New Sale.— The. certificate issued pursuant to «^ evidence, 
sections 25^ and 29 of this act, or the record thereof, shall 
in all cases be prima facie evidence that the tract or parcel 
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described therein was subject to taxation for the year or 
years therein stated ; that the taxes were not paid at any 
time before th^ 'sale; that the tract or parcel described 
therein had not been redeemed from the s^tle; that the 
tract or parcel described therein had been listed and as- 
sessed at the time and in the manner required by law; ' 
that the taxes were levied according to law ; that the tax 
jud^fment pursuant to which the sale was made, was 
duly entered and that the court had jurisdiction to enter 
the same; that all the requirements of law with respect 
to the sale had been duly complied with and of title in 
the grantee therein after the time for redemption has ex- 
pired. Provided, however, that when any certificate is- 
sued pursuant to either of said sections embraces univer- 
sity, school or other state lands, the title whereof is in 
the state, no other or gfreater interest shall be held to be 
thereby conveyed than that acquired under the certificate 
of the land commissioner. 

No sale shall be set aside or held invalid by reason of 
any misrecitals in said certificates, nor unless the party ob- 
jecting to the same shall prove either that the taxes were 
paid before judgment was rendered ; or that the real estate 
was exempt from taxation; or that the court rendering 
the jud^^enlt pursuant to which the sale was made had not 
jurisdiction to rendfer the judgment; or that, after the 
judgment and before the sale, such judgment had been 
satisfied; or that notice of sale, as required by this act, 
was not given, or that the piece or parcel of land was not 
ojBfered ait said sale to the bidder who would pay the 
ajnount for which the piece or parcel was to be sold, at 
the lowest rate of interest, as provided in this act ; or un- 
less the action in which the validity of the sale shall be 
called in question be brought, or the defense alleging its 
invalidity be interposed within three years after the date 
of the sale; provided, that every judgment rendered 
ag^nst any tract or parcel of land for a tax which has 
been paid before the entry thereof, or where the land was 
exempt from taxation, shall be void; and all sales made 
under any such judgment or under a judgment which has 
been paid, shall 'be void, and no title or interest in any 
tract or parcel of land sold under such judgment shall pass 
or be conveyed to any purchaser at such sale. 

In any action brought to set aside or cancel such sale, 
or in any action in which the validity of such sale may 
arise, the tax receipt, or the duplicate stub thereof, or any 
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other record of the payment of such tax in the office of 
the county auditor or county treasurer, shall be prima 
facie evidence of the payment of such tax ; but such pay- 
ment shall not be established by parol testimony only. In 
such action the county in which the land is situated, or 
the state, if the county or state claim any interest in the 
land sold under such judgment, may be made parties de- 
fendant, in which case the county attorney shall appear 
for and, on behalf of such county or state, or both. An 
action to set a^ide and cancel such sale on the ground that 
the tract or parcel of land was exempt or that the tax was 
paid before judgment or sale may be commenced at any 
time. 

Sec. 31. If Sale Invalid — State's Lien to Pass to Pur- if sale in- 
chaser. — If any certificate executed by the county auditor state's iien 
to an actual purchaser, pursuant to sections 25 and 29 of pu^dhascr. 
this act shall prove to be invalid for any other cause than 
that the tend' on which the taxes for which the sale was 
made was not subject to taxation, or that such taxes had 
been paid prior to such sale, or that the assessment or levy 
was void, the lien of the state on the tract or parcel of land 
sold, as provided in section 69 of this act shall, without 
any act whatever, be transferred to and vested in the hold- 
er of such certificate, his personal representatives, heirs 
or assigns. Such certificate holder, or his personal rep- 
resentatives, heirs or assigns, may collect out of the prop- 
erty covered by such Hen by sale thereof by foreclosure, 
or other proper action or proceeding, the amount of taxes, 
penalties and interest due thereon at the time of such sale, 
with interest thereon at the rate of t2 per cent per annum, 
together with the amount of all subsequent taxes paid, 
wth interest thereon at said rate, and the costs and ex- 
penses of his action. 

Sec. 32. Wrong Name Not to Affect Sale. — No sale wrong 
of any tract or parcel of real property for taxes shall be aoSft saie.^ 
affected or deemed invalid on account of the use of an- 
other name than that of the true owner in desrcribing the 
ownership of any such tract or parcel in any tax proceed- 
ing. 

Sec. 33. Endorsement on Certificates for Record. — certiflcatrs 
Before any certificate or assignment provided for in. this 
act shall be recorded, the holder thereof shall present the 
same to the county auditor, who shall certify thereon that 
the property therein described still remains unredeemed, 
and that the period of redemption has expired'; and no 
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such certificate or assignment shall be recorded by the 
register of deeds unless such endorsement is made. 

TITLE IV. 
Redemption. 

Sec. 34. Time Within Which Lands May Be Re- 
deemed. — Any person claiming" an interest in any piece 
or parcel of land sold for taxes at any tax sale, or bid in 
by the state at any such sale, and held or assigned by it 
subsequent to such sale, may redeem the same in the man- 
ner in this act provided at any time witKin three years 
after the date of such sale. 

Sec. 35. Redemption; How Made. — Any person re- 
deeming any tract or parcel of land from any tax sale shall 
pay into the treasury of the county, for the use of the 
funds or person thereto entitled : 

First. — ^When Right of State Not Assigned, — ^If such 
piece or parcel shall have been bid in for the state and the 
right of the state shall not have been assigned, the amount 
for whidi the same was bid in, with interest at 12 per 
centum per annum and the amount of all delinquent taxes, 
penalties, costs and interest thereon at said rate from and 
after the time when such taxes became dJelinquent. 

Second. — ^When Rig-ht Has Been Assigned. — If the 
right of the state shall have been assigned, the amount 
paid by the assignee, with interest at 12 per centum per 
annum from the day when so paid and all unpaid delin- 
quent taxes, interest, costs and penalties that may have 
accrued on such piece or parcel after such asrfgnment; 
and if he shall have paid any delinquent taxes, penalties, 
costs, or interest accruing subsequent to the assignment, 
the amount so paid by him, with interest at 12 per centum 
per annum from the day of such payment. 

Third. — ^When Sold to a Purchaser. — If the same shall 
have been sold to a purchaser, the amount paid by such 
purchaser with interest at the rate for which such tract 
or parcel was sold : and if he shall have paid any d'elin- 
quent taxes, penalties, costs, or interest accruing subse- 
quent to the sale, the amount so paid by him with interest 
at the rate of 12 per centum per annum from the day of 
paying the same and all unpaid delinquent taxes, interest, 
costs and penalties accruing subsequent to such sale. 

Sec. 36. Payment for Redemption Same as for Cur- 
rent Taxes — Duty and Liability of Auditors.

Sec. 44. Redemption of Specific Part of Undivided 
Part. — Any person claiming a specific part of any tract or 
parcel of land' out of which an undivided part shall have 
been sold for taxes charged on the whole tract or parcel, 
may redeem his specific part by paying such proportion of 
the amount required for redemption by section 35 as the 
value of such specific part bears to the value of the whole 
of such tract or parcel. 

Sec. 45. Auditor to Determine Proportion to Be Paid 
by Redemptioner. — In every case where a partial redemp- 
tion is asked for pursuant to either of the last two preced- 
ing sections, the county auditor upon application of the 
redemptioner, after notice to all parties interested, shall 
determine the proporton to be paid by the party applying 
to redeem, and his decision shall be final thereon. When 
personal notice cannot be given to any of such parties, the 
same may be given by leaving a written notice at his 
known residence or usual place of business in the county ; 
but if he has no such known residence or place of business

— Whenever j^^^^g^^J"^ 
the land of any one person shall be sold for taxes assessed jointly, 
conjointly on the lands of such person and the lands of 
another person, and such other person shall not pay his 
due proportion, the person whose lands shall be sold may 
redeem the same^by paying the amount required to re- 
deem ; and he shall be entitled to recover from such other 
person whose lands were assessed with his a just propor- 
tion of the redemption money so paid, with lawful interest 
from the time of such redemption; and such just propor- 
tion and interest shall be and' remain a lien upon the land 
of such other person so sold and the same may be col- 
lected out of such land by sale thereof by foreclosure or 
other proper action or proceeding ; provided the same shall 
not be a lien upon such land until the person paying the 
same, his agent or attorney shall make and file for record 
in the office of the register of deeds of the county where 
the land is situated an affidavit stating the amount paid 
by him for which such other person is liable and that he 
claims a lien therefor ; but no suit shall be brought for the 
recovery of 'such proportion or the foreclosure of such 
lien until after the expiration of the time allowed for re- 
demption.

Auditor's Sec. 47. Every person holding a tax certificate shall, 

expiration of after the expiration of the time for the redemption of the 
re emption. j^j^^g therein described, as provided by law, present such 

certificate to the county auditor, and thereupon the au- 
ditor shall prepare, undfer his hand and official seal, a no- 
tice to the person in whose name such lands are assessed, 
specifying the description of such lands, the amount for 
which the same were sold, the amount required to redeem 
such land from such sale, exclusive of the costs to accrue 
upon such notice, and the time when the redemption pe- 
riod will expire, which notice the auditor shall deliver to 
the party applying therefor, who shall deliver the same 
to the sheriff of the proper county for service arid return. 
The sheriff shall within twenty days after the receipt by 
him of said notice, serve and make a return of the same 
to the auditor. Such Service shall be made in the man- 
ner prescribed for the service of a summons in a civil 
action in the district court. If the person named in such 
notice cannot be found in the county and there be any 
person in the actual possession of the land in such notice 
described, the same shall in like manner be served upon 
him. If there be no person in the actual possession of the 
said land, of both of which facts the return of the sheriff 
shall be prima facie evidtence, the service of said notice 
shall be made thereafter by the county auditor by publica- 
tion once in each week for three successive weeks in some 
newspaper printed and published in the county where 
such lands are situated, if there be one ; if there be none, 
then in some newspaper printed and published at the 
capital of the state, proof of which publication shall be 
filed with the county auditor.

For his services in serving such notice the Payment of 
sheriff shall be entitled to the ^ame fees that now are or 
hereafter may be allowed him for the service of summons 
in a civil action in the district court. 

No transfer of the lands described in such certificate 
shall be made on the books of the county auditor to the 
certificate holder, and no certificate shall be entitled' to 
record, nor shall the full period of redemption expire un- 
til sixty days shall have elapsed after the service of such 
notice and proof thereof has been filed. 

The fees of the sheriff for serving and the printer's fees 
for publishing such notice shall be paid in the first in- 
stance, by the person holding the tax certificate, and shall 
be repaid by the party offering to redeem such land before 
any certificate of redemption shall issue.

less than one per centum per month, it shall bear interest 
until redemption at the same rate. 
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The amount paid by any purchaser or assignee of the 
state for taxes, penalties, costs, and interest accruing sub- 
sequent to the sale or assignment, shall bear interest at the 
rate of one per centum per month until redemption. 

Sec. 50. Interest When Land Not Embraced' in List 
Filed W»ith Clerk. — In all cases where any tract or parcel 
of land upon which taxes are delinquent shall have been 
omitted for any reason for any year, or years, from the 
list filed by the county auditor with the clerk of the dis- 
trict court, as provided in this act, such delinquent taxes 
shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per centum per an- 
num from and after the second Monday of May in the 
year in which thetaxes became delinquent. 

Sec. 51. Distribution of Interest--— Penalties and 
Costs. — All costs accruing on lands sold, and all interest 
accruing on lands bid in for the state, before redemption 
or assignment, shall be apportioned to the county revenue 
fund. All penalties accruing on lands sold at tax sales 
and on lands bid in for the state shall be apportioned to 
the several funds respectively, except that of the state, 
in such proportion as the tax enrollment of each munici- 
pality bears to the whole amount of taxes except those 
for the state purposes, any provision in any general or 
special law heretofore enacted to the contrary notwith- 
standing". 

TITLE V. 
Sale of Unredeemed Lands. 

Sec. 52. Unredeemed Lands the ProjDcrty of the 
State — County Auditor to Prepare Lists of Same. — All 
pieces or parcels of real property bid in for the state un- 
der the provisions of this act, and not assigned to pur- 
chasers, and not redeemed within three years from the 
d^ate of the tax sale at which the same w^ere offered for 
sale, shall become the absolute property of the state, and 
shall be disposed of in the manner as provided in section 
53 and 54 of this act. It shall be the duty of the county 
auditor to annually prepare and transmit to the state au- 
ditor, in the month of July, a list of all such lands in his 
county appearing by the records of his office to which the 
right of redemption has expired. 

Sec. 53. Sale of Unredeemed Land-s. — The state au- 
ditor shall annually cause a notice to be published in each 
county in a newspaper printed and published therein, 
naming one or more days on which he will offer for sale 
at the county seat of such county all tracts and parcels of 
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lands sold for taxes to which the state' has acquired title. 

Sec. S4- Same — By Whom Conducted — Terms. — By whom 
The sale provided for in the preceding section shall be Terms, 
conducted by the state auditor, or, if he so directs, by his 
deputy, or the county auditor. Every tract or parcel shall 
be sold for cash to the person bidding the highest price 
offered therefor, which shall not be less than the amount 
of taxes, penalties, interest and costs charged against it, 
unless the value thereof, as fairly ascertained, and fixed 
bythe state auditor, shall be less than such amount. The 
purchaser shall make immediate payment to the county 
treasurer of the whole amount for which any tract or 
parcel is sold. The officer conducting such sale shall give 
to each purchaser at such sale a certificate, in such form 
as the attorney general shall prescribe, in which shall be 
set forth the name of the purchaser, the description of the 
land sold, the purchase price thereof, and the date of sale. 
The county auditor shall attend such sale and make a rec- 
ord of all sales thereat. 

Sec. 55. Purchaser to Receive Deed' — How and Purchaser to 

inri A ^ f... . ••.1 receive deed. 

When. — Any person, or his heirs, or assigns, receiving the How and 
certificate described in the preceding section, shall be en- ^ ^^' 
titled to a deed from the state ; and upon presentation of 
such certificate to the governor he shall be authorized to 
execute a deed in the name of the state to the person en- 
titled thereto, conveying the lands therein described ; and 
every such deed shall vest the grantee with complete title 
to such lands, subject to the defenses that the tract or 
parcel was exempt from taxation, or that the taxes had 
been paid for which such tract or parcel was sold at the 
said tax siale. Such deed may be recorded as other deeds 
of real estate, and the record thereof shall have the same 
force and efifect in all respects as the record of such deeds, 
and shall be evidence in like manner. 

Sec. s6. Proceeds of Sale — How Distributed. — The Proceeds of 
proceeds of the sale of any tract or parcel of land made How dis- 
pursuant to sections 53 and ^4 of this act shall, to the 
amount of taxes, penalties, interest and costs charged 
against said tract or parcel be distributed as provided by 
this act for the distribution of delinquent taxes, penalties, 
interest and costs; and the excess, if any, shall be paid 
into the state treasury for the benefit of the state. If any 
tract or lot shall be sold for any sum less than the amount 
of delinquent taxes, penalties, interest and costs, the state 
taxes shall first be paid, and the remainder, if any, shall 
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be divided pro rata' between the different funds for which 
such taxes are levied. 

Sec. 57. County Treasurer to Attend Sales and Re- 
ceive Moneys. — ^The county treasurer shall attend every 
sale held pursuant to sections 53 and 54 of this act, and 
receive all moneys paid on account of any and all sales 
of lands ; and all moneys received shall be disposed of in 
the manner following : The portion thereof d!ue the state 
shall be paid to the state treasurer upon tfie warrant of 
the state auditor, and the remainder thereof shall be' dis- 
tributed to the funds entitled thereto. 

TITLE VL 

Refundments. 

Sec. 58. When Allowed. — Refundment of moneys 
paid by any purchaser of a tract or parcel of land at a tax 
sale, or upon assignment of any such tract or parcel bid 
in for the state at such sale shall be allowed only in the 
following cases : 

1. When it shall be made to appear that such tract 
or parcel was exempt from taxation. 

2. When it shall be made to appear that the taxes for 
which the tract or parcel was sold had been paid before 
sale. 

3. When it shall be made to appear that the assessment 
of the property or the levy of the tax is void. 

Sec. 59. When Refuntied in Non-judicial proceedings. 
— When any tract or lot of land shall have been sold for 
taxes which at the time said taxes were levied was exempt 
from taxation, the money paid on such sale, with interest 
thereon at the rate of seven per centum per annum, shall 
be refunded to the tax purchaser, or his assigns or legal 
representatives. Such refundment shall be made only 
uix)n the certificate of the county auditor that the tract 
or lot was exempt from taxation at the date of the levy 
of the taxes, with the approval of the state auditor en- 
dorsed thereon. Before such certificate is made the appli- 
cant shall present to the county auditor requisite proofs 
showing the fact of such exemption. The amount of 
such refundment shall be paid out of the county treasury 
on the order of the county auditor. 

Sec. 60. When Refunded in Judicial Proceedings. — 
When any tax sale is declared void by judgment of court, 
such judgment shall state for what reason such sale is an- 
nulled ; and in all cases where any sale has been, or here- 
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after shall be so set aside for either of the grounds stated 
in section 58 of this act the money paid by the pur- 
chaser at the sale, or by the assignee of the state on taking 
the assignment certificate shall, with interest at the rate 
of seven per centum per annum from the date of such pay 
ment, be returned to the purchaser or assignee, or the 
party holding his right, out of the county treasury, on the 
order of the county auditor. 

Sec. 61. Limitation on Right to Refund. — No refund- Limitation 
ment shall be allowed unless the right thereto has been refund, 
determined' or the certificate and approval obtained and 
application therefor has been made within eight years 
from the date of the tax sale, on account of which such 
refundment is claimed ; provided, however, that no inter- 
est shall be allowed on any refundment beyond a period 
of six months after the right thereto has been determined. 

TITLE VII.

Sec. 62. Court to Adiudsfe Taxes a Lien — When. — judgments 

and sal'6s 

When in any action or proceeding brought or pending in Taxes a lien. 
any court a.ny tax judgment or tax sale shall be adjudged . 
void for any cause occurring subsequent to the levy of the 
taxes embraced in such judgment or sale, except in cases 
where such taxes have been paid, or the property is exempt 
from taxation said court shall require proper evidence to 
be adduced, showing the amount paid at the tax sale of 
the tract o;r lot in controversy by the holder of the tax 
certificate or deed, or his assignors, and of all subsequent 
taxes, penalties and costs paid by him or them, if any, 
and shall in its decree or judgment adjudge and deter- 
mine the amount of taxes and penalties to which said real 
estate was subject at the time of the entry of such tax 
judgment, and all subsequent taxes, penalties and costs, 
if any, that may have been paid thereon by the holder of 
the tax certificate or his assignors, and shall adjudge and 
decree a lien against said real estate in favor of the holder 
of the certificate or deed, for the amount of such taxes and 
penalties, with interest thereon at the rate of twelve per 
centum per annum from and after the date of such judg- 
ment, sale or payment, and shall also adjudge and decree 
that the land so subject to such taxes, penalties and inter- 
est shall be sold under such decree for the purpose of sat- 
isfying the lien of such taxes, penalties and interest, to- 
gether with the costs of such judgment and sale by the 
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sheriff of said county, in the same manner and with like 
effect as is provided by law for the sale of land on execu- 
tion. 

Provided, however, the court may, notwithstanding, any 
omission of any of the things by law provided in relation 
to the assessment and levy, of the tax embraced in any 
such tax judgment or sale, decree a sale of the land in 
controversy, as in this section provided, unless it be also 
made to appear to the court that such omission has re- . 
suited to the prejudice of the party objecting, and that 
the taxes against such piece or parcel of land have been 
partially, unfairly or unequally assessed. 

Provided, further, that in case the tax judgment or tax 
sale shall be declared void by reason of the invalidity of 
the assessment or levy of the taxes embraced therein, and 
the holder of the tax certificate or deed, or his assignors, 
shall have paid any subsequent taxes, penalties or costs, 
the court shall determine the amount of such taxes, penal- 
ties and costs, so paid; and shall adjudge and decree a 
lien therefor and a sale under such decree as in this sec- 
tion provided. 

The holder of any tax certificate or tax deed issued 
upon such tax judgment or tax sale may appear at any 
such sale and purchase the land embraced therein, and the 
sheriff shall immediatelv after said' sale execute and de- 
liver to the purchaser a sheriff's certificate of sale, which 
certificate shall, within twentv davs thereafter be recorded 
in the office of the register of deeds of said county. Sucli 
certificate shall contain : 

1. A description of the decree under which such sale 
was made. 

2. A description of the real property sold. 

3. The price paid. * 

4. The date of the sale and, the name of the purchaser. 

5. The time allowed' by law for redemption. 

Sfx. 63. Redemption by Owner From Judgment Sale. 
— The owner or any person interested in any tract or par- 
cel of real estate sold pursuant to the preceding section 
may redeem the same at any time within one year from 
and after the date of such sale, by paying to the purchaser 
or the clerk of the district court for him the amount for 
which the same was sold, together with interest thereon at 
the rate of twelve per centum per annum from and after 
the date of such sale. On any such redemption being 
made, it shall be the duty of the purchaser or of the clerk 
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of the district court to execute to. such redemptioner a cer- 
tificate of such redemption. In case there is no redemp- 
tion from such sale within the time aforesaid, title to such 
real estate shall thereupon become absolutely vested in the 
purchaser. 

Sec. 64. Suit to Quiet Title. — Any person holding a suit to quiet 
tax certificate issued under sections 25 or 29 of this act, 
at any time after the time of redemption from the tax 
sale on which said certificate was issued has expired, and 
any person holding a dted of unredeemed lands issued 
pursuant to Title V of this act may commence a suit 
in the district court of the county where the lands 
embraced in any such certificate or deed are situate, to 
quiet his title thereto, without taking possession of such 
lands; and any person who. claims to have or appears 
of record to have any interest in or lien upon 
the same or any part thereof may be made defendant 
in such action. The plaintiff shall at the time of the 
commencement of such action ^file a notice of lis 
pendens in the office of the register of deeds of such 
county as provided by law. If it shall appear in such ac- 
tion that plaintiff's title is invalid' for any cause other 
than one which renders the taxes embraced in such cer- 
tificate or deed void, or that such taxes have been paid, 
or the property was exempt from taxation, such action 
shall not be dismissed by the court, but the court shall 
ascertain the amount due the plaintiff for all taxes, in- 
terest and penalties embraced in such certificate or deed, 
and all subsequent taxes, penalties and costs paid by him 
or his assignors, if any, with interest thereon at the rate 
of twelve per centum per annum from and' after the date 
of such certificate, deed or payment, and decree a lien 
against such lands in favor of the holder of such cer- 
tificate or deed for the amount so ascertained and a sale 
of such lands for the purpose of satisfying such lien, 
together with the costs of such judgment and sale. All 
the provisions of section 62 relating to the sales therein 
provided for shall be applicable to sales authorized' by 
this section, and redemptions from such sales shall be 
allo\yed and made as provided in section 63 of this act. 

Sec. 61;. Plaintiff to Pay Taxes When Bring^ine: Action Plaintiff to 

r^ ' %r P3.V tajces 

to Set Aside Tax Judgment or Sale. — ^In any action or whenbring- 
proceeding brought to vacate or set aside any tax judg- ^"^^^^°"- 
ment or tax certificate or to remove a cloud upon any 
title created by any tax certificate, or to determine an 
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adverse claim based upon any such certificate when land 
has been sold to an actual purchaser or the right of the 
state has been assigned pursuant to the provisions of this 
act, the plaintiff shall at the time of the commencement 
of such action or proceeding, except in cases where the 
sole claim made in the complaint is that the taxes for 
which the certificate was issued had been paid before 
sale, or that the land described therein was exempt, pay 
into court for the benefit of the party holding such cer- 
tificate or assignment the amount for which such land 
was sold- or paid by such party or his assignors for such 
assignment, and the amount of a!ll subsequent taxes, 
penalties and costs paid by him or them, if any, with in- 
terest on all such amounts at the rate of twelve per cen- 
tum per annum from the time of such sale or payment 
until the said money be so paid into court. 

If the judg;nent in any such action or proceeding shall 
be in favor of the plaintiff, the court shall direct the 
payment of the mon^y so paid in to be paid to the per- 
son holding such certificate or assignment; if in favor 
of the defendant, it shall direct the return of said money 
to the plaintiff. 

Sec. 66. Action to Be Dismissed as to Minors. — If any 
defendant in any action mentioned in this title was the 
owner of record of any of the lands involved in any such 
action during the period of three years next after the 
sale thereof for non-payment of taxes, and was a minor, 
an insane person, an idiot, or person in captivity, or in 
any country with which the United States is at war and 
the time of redemption from such sale by such person 
has not expired, the court shall dismiss such action as to 
such persons. 

TITLE VIII. 
Miscellaneous Provisions. 

Sec. 67. Taxes Paid by Mortgagees or Others Having 
Liens. — Any person who has a lien, by mortgage or note 
secured thereby, or otherwise, upon any real property 
upon which the taxes have not been paid, may pay such 
taxes before or after the same become delinquent, and 
the interest, penalty and costs, if any, thereon; and the 
money so paid shall constitute an. additional lien on such 
land; and with the interest thereon at the rate specified 
in the mortgage or other instrument shall be collectible 
with, as a part of, and in the same manner as the amount 
secured by the original lien. Provided^ that no interest 
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shall accrue on the taxes so paid by such mortgagee prior 
to the first (ist) day of June of the year in which such 
taxes became due and payable. 

Sec. 68. Taxes Paid by Occupant or Tenant. — When Taxes paid 
any tax on any real estate is paid by, or collected of, any or tenant" 
occupant or tenant, or any other person which, by agree- 
ment or otherwise, ought to have been paid by the owner, 
lessor, or other party in interest, such occupant, tenant 
or other person may recover by action the amount which 
such owner, lessor, or party in interest ought to have paid, 
with interest thereon at the r^te of twelve per centum 
per annum ; or he may retain the same from any rent due 
or accruing from him to such owner or lessor for real 
estate on which such tax is so paid. 

Any such person making such payment may file in the ^°^® ^^ 
office of the register of deeds of the proper county a notice payment, 
stating therein the amount and date of such payment, 
and whether paid as occupant, tenant or other\vise, to- 
gether with a description of the real estate against which 
the taxes were charged ; and the same shall thereupon be 
and remain a lien upon such real estate in favor of the 
person paying the same from and after the filing of said 
notice until the same is paid. The register of deeds shall 
record such notice in his book of "Miscellaneous Rec- 
ords." Upon the payment of any such lien, the person 
filing such notice shall satisfy the same of record 

Sec. 69. Lien of Taxes — Grantor and Grantee. — The uen of taxes 
taxes assessed upon real property shall be a perpetual lien g^ntee. ^^^ 
thereon, and on all structures and standing timber there- 
on and on all minerals therein, from and including the 
first day of May in the year in which they are levied, un- 
til the same are paid ; but as between grantor and grantee 
such lien shall not attach until the first day of January 
of the next year thereafter. 

Sec. 70. Deed Not to Be Recorded Without Auditor's Deed not to 
Certificate — Exceptions. — When any deed or other instru- wl^out au- 
ment conveying any real property on plat of any townsite tificate. 
or addition thereto is presented to the county auditor for Excepuons. 
transfer he shall ascertain from the books and records 
in his office if there be taxes due upon the land described 
therein, or if it has been sold for taxes; and if there are 
taxes due he shall certify to the same; and upon the pay- 
ment of such taxes and of any other taxes that may be 
in the hands of the county treasurer for collection, or in 
case no taxes are due, he shall transfer the same upon the 
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books of his office and note upon every deed of real 
property so transferred, over his official signature, the 
words ''taxes paid and transfer entered;'^ or, if the land 
described has been sold or assigned to an actual pur- 
chaser for taxes, the words ''paid by sale of land de- 
scribed within;'' and unless such statement is made upon 
such deed or other instrument, the register of deeds shall 
refuse to receive or record the same. A violation of the 
provisions of this section by the register of deeds shall 
be dteemed a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, 
he shall l>e punished by a fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars, nor exceeding one thousand dollars, and 
he shall be liable to the grantee of any instrument 
so recorded! for the amount of anv damages sustained; 
provided, that sheriffs' or referees' certificates of 
sale on execution, decrees of court, or foreclosure of 
mortgages, and a copy of any town or village plat, in case 
the original plat of such town or village filed in the of- 
fice of the register of d'eeds shall have been lost or, de- 
stroyed, may be recorded by the register of deeds without 
any such certificate from the county auditor. Provided, 
that the register of deeds shall, on the first day of Febru- 
ary of each year, make out and file with the county au- 
ditor a list of mortsfasres foreclosed during the preceding 
year, sheriff's or referee's sales on execution made during 
the preceding year, decrees of the district or probate court 
made during the preceding year, affecting or transfer- 
ring title to real estate, and upon which the redemption 
has expired during the preceding year. The auditor shall 
thereupon make the proper entries upon his transfer rec- 
ords and tax lists to conform with the list so filed by the 
register of deeds. 

The register of deeds shall receive from the county for 
making and filing the said list the sum of twenty-five 
cents for each foreclosure, sheriff's or referee's certificate 
of sale or decree of the district or probate court, on which 
the redemption has expired' during the year preceding the 
date of the filing of said list. 

Sec. 71. Division of Valuation Where Part of a Tract 
is transferred. — When the transfer of any land or town 
lot or any part thereof becomes necessary by reason of 
sale or conveyance by deed, and such conveyance is of 
less than the whole tract or lot, or part thereof, as charged 
in the tax lists, said county auditor sTiall transfer the 
same whenever the seller and purchaser agree in a writ" 
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ing, signed by them, or personally appear before the au- 
ditor and' agree upon the amount of the assessed valu- 
ation to be transferred therewith; but if the seller and 
purchaser do not agree as to the amount of such valuation 
to be transferred, the auditor shall make such division 
of the assessed valuation as may appear to him just. 

If the county auditor is satisfied that the proportion County au- 
of the valuation agreed by the parties in interest to be determine, 
transferred is greater than the proportional value of the 
land or lot to be transferred therewith, and' that such 
agreement was made by collusion of the parties, and with 
a view fraudulently to evade the payment of any taxes 
jwhich might be legally assessed on the entire tract or 
lot, he may refuse to make such transfer; and when any 
such transfer has already been procured by fraudulent 
agreement, the same shall be cancelled by the auditor, and 
the land' or lot so transferred shall be charged with taxes 
in the same manner as though said transfer bad not been 
made. 

Sec. ^2.. Irregular Tracts of Land to be Platted Into irregular 
Lots, if Required. — In all cases where any tract or lot of to be platted 
land is divided in parcels of irregular shape that cannot be required! ^^ 
described except by metes and bounds it shall be the duty 
of the owners of such tracts, upon request of the county 
auditor to have such land platted into lots — if such 
plat cannot be made without an actual survey of the 
land, then they shall have the same surveyed — and 
the plat thereof recorded. If the owners of any such 
tract shall refuse or neglect to cause such plat and sur- 
vey, when necessary, to be made and recorded within 
thirty d!ays after such request, the county surveyor, upon 
request of the county auditor, shall make out such plat 
from the records of the register of deeds, if practicable; 
but if it cannot be made from such records, then he shall 
make the necessary survey and plat thereof, and the said 
auditor shall have the same recorded. Such plats being 
duly certified and' recorded, the description of the property 
in accordance with the number and description set forth 
in such plat shall be deemed a good and valid description 
of the lots or parcels of land so described. Whien the 
owners of such land' fail to comply with the provisions of 
this section, the costs of surveying, platting and recording 
shall be paid by the county upon allowance by the county 
ccMTHnissioners, and the amount thereof shall be added to 
the tax upon such tracts or lots the next ensuing year. 
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w^hich tax, when collected, shall be credited to the county 
revenue fund. 

Sec. 73. Abbreviations in Describing Lands, Etc. — It 
shall be sufficient to describe lands in all proceedings 
relative to assessing, advertising or selling- the same for 
taxes, by initial letters, abbreviations and figures, to 
designate the township, range, sections or parts of a sec- 
tion, lots or parts of a lot and also the number of the 
lots and blocks, and dollars and cents; but the abbrevia- 
tion "do" or the character (") conmionly known as ditto 
miarks shall not be used except as to the name of owner, 
adklition or subdivision. 

Sec. 74. Tax Not Invalid for Want of Form. — No 
assessment of property for the purposes of taxation and 
no general or special tax authorized by law, levied upon 
any property in this state, by any officer or board au- 
thorized to make and levy the same, shall be held invalid 
for want of any matter of form in any proceeding not 
affecting the merits of the case, and which does not 
prejudice the rights of the party objecting thereto. And 
all such assessments and levies shall be presumed to be 
legal until the contrary is affirmatively shown and' no 
sale of real estate for the non-payment of taxes thereon 
shall be rendered invalid by showing that any certi- 
ficate, return, affidavit or other paper required to be made 
and filed in any office is not found in such office, but un- 
til the contrary is shown the presumption shall be in all 
cases that such certificate, return, affidavit or other paper 
was properly made and filed in the proper office. 

Sec. 75. Auditor and Treasurer to i)istribute Funds. — 
The county auditor and county treasurer shall, on the 
last day of February, May and October in each year, 
make distribution of all undistributed funds remaining 
in the treasury, apportioning the same, as provided by 
law, and placing the same to the credit of the state, town, 
city, village, borough or school district, and each county 
fund; and the county auditor shall, within twenty days 
after such distribution is completed, make report to the 
state auditor of such distribution on such form as the 
state auditor may prescribe; and the county auditor shall 
issue his warrant for the payment of any moneys re- 
maining in the county treasury to the credit of the state, 
town, city, village, borough, or school districts on appli- 
cation of the persons entitled to receive the same. 
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Sec. 76. Auditor to Keep Accounts With State and Auditor to 
Other Political Bodies. — The county auditor shall keep couSt^' 
accounts with the State of Minnesota, the county, and 
each of the funds of said county, and each township, city, 
incorporated' village and school district in the cotinty ; and , 
with the county treasurer, making daily entries of the 
charges and credits to said county treasurer; and imme- 
diately after each distribution of taxes, he shall credit the 
collections to the proper funds; and upon application of 
any town, city, village or school district treasurer, the 
auditor shall give a warrant on the county treasurer for 
the amount due such township, city, village or school 
district; and shall charge them respectively with the 
amount of .such warrant ; provided, the person applying 
for such warrant shall deposit with the county auditor a 
certificate from the clerk or recorder of the township, city, 
village or school district, stating that such person is 
treasurer of such township, city, village or school dis- 
trict, duly elected or appointed, and that he has given 
bond according to law. 

Sec. yy. Repayment of Refundment and Other Moneys Repayment 
— Whenever it shall be made to appear to the county au- ment and" 
d!itor that the taxes upon any tract or parciel of land have moneys, 
been twice paid to the coimty treasurer, and in all cases 
where any tax purchaser is entitled under the provisions 
of this act to refundment or to any money paid into the 
county treasury for redemption from any tax sale, the 
county auditor is hereby authorized to draw his warrant 
upon the county treasurer in favor of the party entitled 
to any such moneys for the amount to which such party 
is so entitled. All moneys so paid shall be charged to 
the proper fund or funds. 

Sec. 78. Structures, Timber or Minerals Not to Be Re- iroperty 
movedf— When— Authority of State Auditor.— No struc- ?emov^''. 
tures, standing timber or minerals on which a lien for 
taxes is attached shall be removed from any tract of land 
until all the taxes assessed against such tract and due and 
payable shall have been fully paid and discharged ; and 
whenever the state auditor has reason to believe that any 
structure, timber or minerals to which such Hen is at- 
tached, will be removed from such tract before the taxes 
which have been assessed against the same and which 
are d.\ie and payable shall have been paid, he may direct 
the county attorney of the county in which such tract is 
situated to bring suit in the name of the state to enjoin 
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any and all j)ersons from removing any such structure, 
timiber or minerals therefrom, as the case may be, until 
such taxes are paid. No bond or undertaking, shall be 
required of the state or county in any such injunction suit. 

Sec. 79. Seizure of Structures, Timber and Minerals. — 
Any structure, timber or minerals removed from any par- 
cel of land subject to a lien for taxes as provided in sec- 
tion 69 of this act, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
may be seized by the state auditor, or by any person au- 
thorized by him in writing, and sold in the manner pro- 
vided for the sale of personal property in satisfaction of 
taxes. All moneys received from any such sale in excess 
of the amount necessary to satisfy such taxes, and the 
costs and expenses incurred in making such seizure and 
sale shall be returned to the owner of the structure, tim- 
ber or minerals so seized and sold, if known, and if im- 
known the samie shall be deposited in the county treasury 
subject to the right of the owner thereof. 

Sec. 80. Penalty for Removal of Structures, Timbei* or 
Minerals. — Any person who shall remove or attempt to 
remove any structure, timber or minerals from any parcel 
of land, subject to a lien for taxes, as in this act pro- 
vided, after su'ch taxes become due and payable and be- 
fore the same have been fully paid and discharged, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment for not more than one year, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 81. Auditor to Examine Assessment Books and 
Have Return Corrected. — The county auditor shall care" 
fully examine the assessment books when returned to him 
by the assessors, and if he discovers that the assessment 
of any property has been omitted, he shall enter the same 
upon the proper list and forthwith notify the assessor mak- 
ing such omission, who shall immediately proceed to as- 
certain the value thereof and correct his original returns ; 
in case of the inability or neglect of the assessor to per- 
form this duty, the auditor shall ascertain the value of 
such property and make the necessary corrections. 

Sec. 82. Statute of Limitations Not to Apply. — The 
right to assess omitted' property for any year or years or 
to reassess taxes upon property prevented from being 
collected for any year or years, either as authorized and' 
directed by this act, or otherwise, shall not be defeated 
by reason of any limitation contained in any statute of 
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this state ; but, except as otherwise provided in this act, 
there shall be no limitati6n of time upon the right of the 
state to provide for and enforce the assessment and col- 
lection of taxes upon all property subject, to taxation. 

Sec 83. Lien of Tax Judgment — How Long. — f^very i^en of tax 
tax judgment entered under the provisions of this act 
shall be a lien and shall operate to continue the lien of the 
taxes embraced therein, upon the tract or parcel of land 
covered or intended to be covered thereby until such judg- 
ment and taxes are paid *in full anything in any \other 
statute of this state to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec. 84. Assessing Officers May Enter Dwellings and ^^Ter ^wTi^-^ 
Buildings. — Any officer authorized by law to assess prop- ings. 
erty for the pui*poses of taxation may, whenever necessary 
to the proper performance of the duties enjoined upon 
him in assessing property, enter any dwelling house, build*- 
ing or structure and view the same and the property there- 
in, i 

Sec. 8s. Expenses of Re-assessment — How Paid. — Expenses of 

•^ ^ . ^ re-assess- 

Whenever a re-assessment is made pursuant to the pro- ment. 
visions of law, the expenses thereof shall be audited and 
allow^ed by the board by whom such re-assessment was 
ordered and paid out of the county treasury of the proper 
county upon the w^arrant of the county auditor. In case 
the aggregate valuation of taxable property as determined 
by such re-assessment shall- be ten per centum or more in 
excess of the aggregate valuation thereof as fixed by the 
original assessment, the compensation so paid by the 
county to the officer or officers by whom such re-assess- 
ment is made shall be charged to the county, city, or town- 
ship, as the case may be, in which such re-assessment is 
made and be deducted by the county auditor from the 
next moneys coming into the county treasury apportiona- 
ble to such county, city or township. 

Sec. 86. Suspension and Removal from Office. — The fn^^^^yai 
governor may remove from office any officer charged with from office, 
duties under this act when it is made to appear to him by 
competent evidence that either of such officers has been 
guilty of malfeasance or nonfeasance in the perform- 
ance of his official duties, first giving to such officer a copy 
of the charges against him and an opportunity to be heard 
in his defense. He may suspend any such officer against 
whom such charges have been preferred pending his in- 
vestigation thereof when, in his opinion, the public in- 
terest may require. The provisions of law applicable 
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to the removal from office of a county auditor in force 
at the time when such charges are preferred shall apply 
to and govern removals from office under this section. 

Sec. 87. When the county auditor prepares for the 
county. treasurer the tax list on real property he shall place 
opposite each description which s'hall have been sold' for 
taxes from which redemption has not been made and 
which is subject to redemption the words "Sold for 
T^xes." 

In case any land has been sold for taxes either to a pur- 
chaser or the state and the time for redemption from such 
sale has not expired, it shall be the duty of the county 
treasurer to write or stamp across the face of any receipt 
given by him for taxes on said land the words "Sold" for 
Taxes." 

In issuing any receipt for current taxes, the county 
treasurer shall have printed or stamped across the face 
of such receipt the words and figures, as the case may be, 
"Taxes for (giving the year in figures) or First ^ for 
taxes for" (giving the year in figures), or: "Last J for 
taxes for" (giving the year in figures.) 
• Sec. 88. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act are hereby in all things repealed 
except that nothing in this act contained shall be deemed 
or held to afifect any right accrued, duty imposed, or lia- 
bility, penalty, forfeiture or obligation incurred under any 
law existing at and prior to the time when this act shall 
take effect, but such last-named law is hereby continued in 
force as to every such right, liability, penalty, forfeiture 
or obligation with the same effect as if this act shall not 
have been paissed. 

Provid'ed, however, that all proceedings for the enforce- 
ment of taxes charged against any piece or parcel of land 
and becoming delinquent in the year ninet,een hundred two 
( 1902) shall, prior to and including the entry of judgment 
against such piece or parcel, be governed by the law in 
force at and prior to the time when this act takes effect ; 
except that the defenses specified in section 18 of this act 
may be interposed in any proceedings for judgments now 
pending, and subsequent to the entry of such judgment 
this act shall apply to such taxes. 

Provided, further, that the provisions of any law regu- 
lating or fixing the fees of any officer shall not be affected 
by the provisions of this act, except as expressly pro- 
vided in this act. And' the fees of all such officers for 
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sf^rvices required to be performed by this act shall remain 
the same, and be collected in the same manner as here- 
tofore provided by law, as compensation for like services. 

Sec. 89. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. .

. An act providing for taxation of and fixing the rate inheritance 
of taxation on inheritances, devises, bequests, legacies 
and gifts, and providing for the manner of payment as 
well as the manner of enforcing payment thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota : 

5'ection I. Subject to Tax.— A tax shall be ai^d fax.^^''**'' 
is hereby imposed upon all inheritances, devises, bequests, 
legacies and gifts of every kind and description, the value 
whereof exceeds ten thousand dollars, and upon such 
excess only. 

Sec. 2. Rates of Tax. — When such inheritance, devise, Rates of tax 
bequest, legacy or gift is for the use or benefit of a father, 
mother, husband, wife, child, brother, sister, grandchild, 
nephew or niece, wife or widow of a son, or the husband 
of a daughter or any child legally adopted, of the de- 
cedent or donor, or to any person to whom such decedent 
or donor for not less than ten years prior to the taking 
effect of such inheritance, devise, bequest, legacy or gift, 
stood in the mutually acknowledged relation of parent, 
or to any lineal descendant of such dfecedent or donor 
born in lawful wedlock, then such tax shall be at the 
rate of one-half of i per centimi, and in all other cases 
at the rate of to per centum upon the full and true value 
of such inheritance, devise, bequest, legacy or gift, to 
be computed upon the valuation thereof in excess of 
$10,000. 

Sec. 3. Tax — When Due. — All taxes imposed by this 
act shall take efifect at and upon the death of the decedent 
or donor and shall be due and payable at the expiration 
of one year from such death except as otherwise provided 
in this act ; provided, however, that taxes upon any devise, 
bequest, legacy or gift limited, conditioned, dependent 
or determinable upon the happening of any contingency 
or future event by reason of which the full and true value 
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thereof cannot be ascertained at or before the time wheij 
the taxes become due and payable as aforesaid, shall ac- 
crue and become due and payable when the person or 
corporation beneficially entitled thereto shall come into 
actual possession or enjoyment thereof. 

Sec. 4. Payment — When Made — Duty of Adminis- 
trator. — Any administrator, executor dr trustee having 
in charge or in trust any property for distribution em- 
braced in or belonging, to any inheritance, devise, be- 
quest, legacy or gift, subject to the tax thereon as im- 
posed bv this act. shall deduct the tax therefrom and 
within thirty days thereafter he shall pay over the same 
to the county treasurer as herein provided. 

If such property be not in money, he shall collect the 
tax on such inheritance, devise, bequest, legacy or gift 
upon the appraised value thereof from the person en- 
titled thereto. 

He shall not deliver or be compelled to deliver any 
property embraced in any inheritance, devise, bequest, 
legacy or gift subject to tax under this act to any person 
until he shall have collected the tax thereon. 

Sec. 5. To Whom Paid — Duplicate Receipts — Duty of 
State Auditor. — The tax imposed by this act upon in- 
heritances, devises, bequests or legacies shall be paid to 
the treasurer of the county in which the probate court 
having jurisdiction, as herein provided, is located; and 
the tax so imposed upon gifts shall be payable to the 
state treasurer, and the treasurer to whom the tax is 
paid shall give the executor, administrator, trustee or 
person paying such tax, duplicate receipts therefor, one 
of which shall be immediately transmitted to the state 
auditor, whose duty it shall be to charge the treasurer 
so receiving the tax with the amount thereof; and where 
such tax is paid to the county treasurer he shall seal 
said receipt with the seal of his office and countersign 
the same and return it to the executor, administrator or 
trustee, whereupon it shall be a proper voucher in the 
settlement of his accounts. No executor, administrator, 
or trustee shall be entitled to a final accounting of an es- 
tate in the settlement of which a tax may become due 
under the provisions of this act, unless he shall produce 
a receipt, so sealed and coimtersigned by the state au- 
ditor or a certified copy of the same. 

All taxes paid into the county treasury undier the pro- 
visions of this act shall imanediately be paid' into the 
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state treasury upon the warrant of the state auditor and 
shall belong to and be a part of the revenue fund of the 
state. 

Sec. 6. Tax a Lien. — Every tax imposed by this act Tax alien, 
shall be a lien upon the property embraced in any inherit- 
ance, devise, bequest, legacy or gift until paid, and the 
person to whom such property is transferred and the ad- 
ministrators, executors and trustees of every estate 
embracing such property shall be personally liable for 
such tax until its payment, to the extent of the value of 
such property. 

Sec. 7. Interest. — If such tax is not paid within one interest, 
year from the accruing thereof interest shall be charged 
and collected thereon at the rate of 7 per centum per 
annum from the time the tax is due, unless. by reason of 
claims upon the estate, necessary litigation or other un- 
avoidable cause of delay, such tax cannot be determined 
as herein provided; in such case interest at the rate of 
6 per centum per annum shall be charged upon such tax 
from the accrual thereof until the cause of such delay 
is removed, after which 7 per centum shall be charged. 

Sec. 8. Power to Sell. — Every executor, administrator power to sen. 
or trustee shall have full power to sell so much of the 
property embraced in any inheritance, devise, bequest or 
legacy as will enable him to pay the tax imposed by this 
act, in the same manner as he might be entitled by law 
to db for the payment of the debts of a testator or in- 
intestate. 

Sec. 9. Duty of Heir or Devisee When Legacy Payable wihen legacy 
Out of Property — Legacy for Limited Period — Duty of Sfptop^rty. 
Administrator. — If any bequest or legacy shall be charged fimlt^ ^^^ 
upon or payable out of any property the heir or devisee ^Jy^of ad- 
shall deduct such tax therefrom and pay such tax to the minfstrator. 
administrator, executor or trustee, and the tax shall re- 
main a lien or charge on such property until paid ; and 
the payment thereof shall be enforced by the executor, ad- 
ministrator or trustee in the same manner that payment of 
the bequest or legacy might be enforced ; or by the coun- 
' ty attorney under section 20 of this act. If any bequest 
or legacy shall be given in money to any person for a lim- 
ited period the administrator, executor or trustee shall re- 
tain the tax upon the whole amount; but if it be not in 
money, he shall make application to the court having juris- 
diction of an accounting by him to make an apportion- 
ment, if the case requires, of the sum to be paid into his 
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hands by such legatee or beneficiary, and for such further 
order relative thereto, as the case may require. 

Sec. id. Erroneous Payments — Refundment. — When 
any tax imposed by this act shall have been erroneously 
paid, wholly or in part, the person paying the same shall 
be entitled to a refundment of the amount so erroneously 
paid, and the auditor of state shall, upon satisfactory 
proofs presented to him of the facts relating thereto, draw 
his warrant upon the state treasurer for the amount there- 
of in favor of the person entitled thereto; provided, how- 
ever, that all applications for such refunding of erroneous 
taxes shall be made within three years from the payment 
thereof. . 

Sec. II. Tax When Foreign Executor Assigns 
Stock, Etc. — If a foreign executor, administrator or 
trustee shall assign or transfer, any stock or obligations 
in this state standing in the name of the decedent, or in 
trust for a decedent, liable to any such tax the tax shall 
be i>aid to the treasurer of the proper county on the trans- 
fer thereof, and no such assignment or transfer shall be 
valid until such tax is paid. 

Sec. 12. Depositories of Securities Not to Deliver 
Same Until Notice Given to County Treasurer — Penalty. 
— No safe deposit company, bank or other institution, 
person or persons holding securities or assets of a dfece- 
dent shall deliver or transfer the same to the executors, 
administrators or legal representatives of said decedent, 
or upon their order or request, unless notice of the time 
and place of such intended transfer be served upon the 
county treasurer at least five days prior to the said trans- 
fer, and it shall be lawful for the said county treasurer, 
personally or by representative, to examine said securi- 
ties at the time of such delivery or transfer. If upon such 
examination the county treasurer or his said representa- 
tive shall for any cause deem it advisable that such securi- 
ties or assets should not be immediatelv delivered or trans- 
ferred he may forthwith notify in writing such company, 
bank, institution or person to defer delivery or transfer 
thereof for a period not to exceed ten d'ays from the date 
of such notice, and thereupon it shall be the duty of the 
party notified to defer such delivery or transfer until the 
time stated' in such notice or until the revocation thereof 
within such ten days. Failure to serve the notice first 
above mentioned, or allow such examination, or to defer 
the delivery of such securities or assets for the time stated 
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in the second of said notices shall render ^aid safe deposit 
company, trust company, bank or other institution, per- 
son or persons, liable to the payment of the tax due upon 
the said security or assets, pursuant to the provisions of 
this act. 

Sec. t^. Duty of Probate Courts — Notice to Treasu- Dutyofpro- 
rer. — Upon the presentation of any petition to any probate i^oticQ^^ ^' 
court of this state for letters testamentary or of adminis- ^° treasurer, 
tration or for ancillary letters testamentary or of admin- 
istration the probate court shall cause a copy of the cita- 
tion or order for the hearing of such petition to be served 
upon the county treasurer of his county not less than ten 
days prior to such hearing. The court shall thereupon, 
and as soon as practicable, after the granting of any such 
letters, proceed to ascertain and determine the value of 
every inheritance, devise, bequest or legacy embraced in 
or payable out of the estate in which such letters are 
granted' and the tax due thereon. 

The county treasurer shall have the same rights to ap- 
ply for letters of administration • as are conferred upon 
creditors by law. 

Sec. 14. Appointment of Appraisers. — The probate Appointment

court may in any matter mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tion, either upon its own motion or upvon the application 
of any interested party, including county treasurers, and 
as often as and when occasion requires, appoint one or 
more persons as appraisers to appraise the true and full 
value of the property embraced in any inheritance, devise, 
bequest or legacy subject to the payment of any tax im- 
posed by this act. 

Sec. 15. Immediate Appraisal — When. — Every in- immediate 
heritance, devise, bequest, legacy or gift upon which a f^hSu^^^* 
tax is imposed under this act shall be appraised at its full 
and true value immediately upon the death of decedent, 
or as soon thereafter as may be practicable. 

Provided, however, that when such devise, bequest, 
legacy or gift shall be of such a nature that its full and 
true value cannot be ascertained at such time, it shall be 
appraised in like manner at the time when such value first 
becomes ascertainable. 

Sec. 16. Appraisers to Give Notice — Witnesses. — Appraisers to 
The appraiser appointed under the provisions of this act f^^^^ses^* 
shall forthwith give notice by mail to all persons known to 
have a claim or interest in the inheritance, devise, bequest, 
legacy or gift to be appraised, including the county treas- 
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urer and such persons as the probate court may by order 
direct of the time and place when they will make such 
appraisal. 

They shall at such time and place appraise the same at 
its full and true value as herein prescribed, and for that 
purpose the said appraisers are authorized to issue sub- 
poenas and to compel the attendance of witnesses before 
them, and to take evidence of such witnesses under oath 
concerning such property and the value thereof, and they 
shall make report thereof, and of such vilue in writing, to 
the said probate court, together with the testimony of the 
witnesses examined, and such other facts in relation there- 
to and to the said matter as said probate court may order 
or require. Every appraiser shall be entitled to compen- 
sation at the rate of $3 per day for each day actually and 
necessarily employed in such appraisal, and his actual, and 
necessary traveling expenses, and such witnesses and the 
officer or i)erson serving any such subpoena shall be en- 
titled to the same fees as those allowed witnesses or sher- 
iffs for similar service in courts of record. The compen- 
sation and fees claimed by any person for services per- 
formed under this act shall be approved by the judge of 
probate, who shall certify the amount thereof, as so ap- 
proved to the auditor of state who shall examine the same, 
and if found correct he shall draw his warrant upon the 
state treasury for the amount thereof in favor of the per- 
son entitled' thereto. 

Sec. 17. Report of Appraisers to Be Filed — When. — 
The report of the appraisers shall be filed with the probate 
court, and from such report and other proof relating to 
any such estate before the probate court the court shall 
forthwith, as of course, determine the true and full value 
of all such estates and the amount of tax to which the 
same are liable; or the probate court may so determine 
the full and true value of all such estates and the amount 
of tax to which the same are liable without appointing ap- 
praisers. 

Sec. 18. Probate Court to Give Notice — When. — 
The probate court shall immediately give notice upon the 
determination of the value of any inheritance, devise, be- 
quest, legacy or gift which is taxable under this act and 
of the tax to which it is liable, to all parties known t6 be 
interested therein, including the state auditor and county 
treasurer. 
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Sec. 19. Reappraisement — When — Within thirty Reappraise- 
days after the assessment and determination by the pro when, 
bate court of any tax imposed by this act the state auditor, 
county treasurer or any person interested therein may file 
with the said court objections thereto, in writing, and 
praying for a reassessment and redetermination of such 
tax. Upon any. objection being so filed the probate court 
shall appoint a time for the hearing thereof and cause no- 
tice of such hearing to be given the state auditor, county 
treasurer and all parties interested at least ten d'ays be- 
fore the hearing thereof. At the time appointed in such 
notice the court shall proceed to hear such objections and 
any evidence which may be offered in support thereof or 
opposition thereto; and if, after such hearing, said court 
shall be of the opinion that a reassessment or redetermina- 
tion of such tax should be made it shall, by order, set aside 
the assessment and determination theretofore made and 
order a reassessment in the same manner as if no assess- 
ment had been made. 

Sec. 20. Tax Due and Unpaid — Duty of Treasurer — Jnpaid.^ Duty 
Citation. — If the treasurer of any county shall have rea- of treasurer, 
son to believe that any tax is due and unpaid under this 
act after the refusal or neglect of the persons liable there- 
for to pay the same he shall notify the county attorney 
of his county, in writing, of such failure or neglect, and 
such county attorney, if he have probable cause to believe 
that such tax is due and unpaid, shall apply to the probate 
court for a citation, citing the persons liable to pay such 
tax to appear before the court on the day specified, not 
more than three months from the date of such citation, 
and show cause why the tax should not be paid. The 
judge of the probate court, upon such application, and 
whenever it 'shall appear to him that any such tax accru- 
ing under this act has not been paid as required by law 
shall issue such citation,^ and the service of such citation 
and the time, manner and proof thereof and the hearing 
and dJetermination thereon shall conform as near as may 
be to the provisions of the probate code of this state, and 
whenever it shall appear that any such tax is due and 
payable and the payment thereof cannot be enforced un- 
der the provisions of this act in said probate court, the 
person or corporation from whom the same is due is here- 
bv made liable to the state for the amount of such tax, 
and it shall' be the duty of the county attorney of the 
proper county to sue for in the name of the state and en- 
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force the collection of such tax, and all taxes so collected 
shall be forthwith paid into the county treasury. It shall 
be the duty of said county attorney to appear for and 
represent the county treasurer on the hearing of such cita- 
tion. 

Sec. 21. State Auditor to Furnish Books and Forms 
of Reports — Entries by Court. — The auditor of state shall 
furnish to each probate court a book which shall be a 
public record!, and in which shall be entered by the judge 
of said court the name of every decedent upon whose es- 
tate an application has been made for the issue of letters 
of administration, or letters testamentary or ancillary let- 
ters, the date and place of dea:th of such decedent, the 
estimated value of the property of such decedent, names 
and places of residence and relationship to decedent of 
the heirs at law of such deced^ent ; the names and places of 
residence of the legatees, devises and other beneficiaries 
in any will of any such decedent, the amount of each 
' legacy and the estimated value of any property devised 
therein and to whom devised. 

These entries shall be made from the data contained in 
the papers filed on such application or in any proceeding 
relating to the estate of the decedent. 

The judge of probate shall also enter in such book the 
amount of the property of any 'such decedent as shown 
by the inventory thereof when made and filed in his of- 
fice and the returns madle by any appraisers appointed by 
him undter this act, and the value of all inheritances, de- 
vises, bequests, legacies and gifts inherited from such 
decedent, or given by such decedent in his will or other- 
wise as fixed by the probate court ; and the tax assessed 
thereon and the amounts of any receipts for payment 
thereof filed with him. 

The stat^ auditor shall also furnish to each probate 
court forms for the reports to be made by such judge of 
probate, which shall correspond with the entries to be 
made in such book. 

Sec. 22. Reports by Judge of Probate and Register 
of Deeds. — Each judge of probate shall, on the first day 
of January, April, July and October of each year, make 
a report in d'uplicate upon the forms furnished by the 
state auditor containing all the data and matters required 
to be entered in such book, one of which shall be immedi- 
ately delivered to the county treasurer and the other trans- 
mitted to the auditor of state. 
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The register of deeds of each county shall, at the same 
time, make reports in duplicate to the auditor of state con- 
taining a statement of any conveyance filed or recorded 
in his office of any property which appears to have been 
made or intended' to take effect in possession or enjoy- 
ment after the death of the grantor, or vendor, with the 
name and place of residence of the vendor or vendee, and 
the description of the property transferred, as shown by 
such instrument, one of which duplicates shall be imme- 
diately delivered to the county treasurer and' the other 
transmitted to the auditor of state. 

Sec. 23. All acts and parts of acts of this state re- 
lating to the taxation of inheritances, devises, bequests, 
legacies and gifts, so far as the same are inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealecf. 

Sec. 24. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

CHAPTER 4. S. F. No. 88. 

An act to amend section one thousand five hundred and Relating to 
sixteen (1516) of the General Statutes of 1894, relating ^^*^^*°"* 
to taxation and designated ''place of listing personal prop- 
erty." 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota : 

Section i. That section one thousand five hundred 
and sixteen (1516) of the General Statutes of one thou- 
sand' eight hundred and ninety- four (1894) relating to 
taxation, such section be [ing] entitled ''place of listing 
personal property" be and the same is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : 

Section 1516. Place of Listing Personal Property. Place of ust- 
Personal property, except such as is required in this ^operTy.^^^ 
act to be listed and assessed otherwise, shall be listed and 
assessed in the county, town or district where the owner 
or agent resides. The capital stock and franchises of 
corporations and' persons, except as may be otherwise pro- 
vided, shall be listed and taxed in the county, town or dis- 
trict where the principal office or place of business of such 
corporation or person is located in this state; if there be 
no principal office or place of business in this state, then 
at the place in this state where any such corporation or 
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person transacts business. The personal property per- 
taining to the business of a merchant or of a manufac- 
turer shall be listed in the town or district where his busi- 
ness is carried on. 

Provided, however, that all logs and timber cut from 
lands in this state and designed to be transported out of 
this state shall be taxed within this state as follows : All 
such logs and timber shall be assessed and taxed in the 
county, and in the taxing district of such county, where 
the same are found on the first day of May of each year. 
All taxes so levied and assessed on such logs and timber 
shall be paid into the different funds of said cotinty and 
the taxing districts therein and the state the same as other 
taxes are paid. All taxes levied and assessed against logs 
and timber above described shall be a lien upon such logs 
and timber upon and against which they are assessed, and 
such logs and timber shall not be removed beyond' the 
borders of this state until all said taxes are paid in full. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 

Approved March 11, 1902. 



CHAPTER 5. 

An act to amend sections four (4), -five (5) and six 
(6) of chapter eighty-three (83) of the General Lazvs for 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy eight (1878), 
being ''An act to provide for the appointment and to pre- 
scribe the duties of a public examiner for the State of Min- 
nesota. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: 

Section i. That sections four (4), five (5) and six 
(6) of chapter eighty-three (83) of the General Law^s of 
Minnesota for the year one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-eight (1878) be and the same are hereby amend- 
ed so as to read as follows, respectively : 

Sec. 4. The examiner under this act shall in like man- 
ner and with like authority visit without prior notice, each 
of the banking, savings and other moneyed corporations 
created under the laws of this state or the territory of 
Minnesota, and thoroughly examine into their affairs and 
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ascertain thoir financial condition, ^ at least once in each 
year, and also visit, at least once in each year, all railroad 
or railway companies created under the laws of the State 
of Minnesota, or maintaining, managing or operating any 
line or lines of railway situated in Minriesota, and other 
corporations or companies* required by law to pay taxes 
to the state upon a gross earnings basis, and examine their 
books of account and records bearing upon or evidencing 
the gross receipts for all business transacted by each of 
said companies in Minnesota and make report of the 
amount hereof to the state treasurer of the state of Min- 
nesota for the year ending January first of each successive 
year. It shall be his duty to carefully inspect and verify to inspect 
the validity and amount of the securities and assets held ^d^verffy 
by such moneyed institutions, examine into the validity of *^®*^s- 
the mortgages held by savings banks, and see that the 
same are duly recorded, and ascertain the nature and 
amount of any discount or other banking transactions 
which he may deem foreign to the legitimate and lawful 
purposes of savings institutions. He shall inquire into 
and' report any neglect or infringement of the laws gov- 
erning such banking,, moneyed and savings institutions, 
railroad, railway or other companies above referred to, 
and for such purposes shall have power to examine the of- 
ficers, agent and employes thereof, and persons doing busi- 
ness therewith. He shall forthwith report the condition 
of such corporatioixs so ascertained to the governor, to- 
gether with his recommendations or suggestions respect- 
ing the same, and the governor may cause the same to be 
published, or in his discretion take such action as the 
emergency may seem to demand'. 

Sec. 5. To enable said examiner to perform the ser- officials of 
vices herein required of him, the trustees and financial of- SSyc^pan- 
ficers and managers of the several state institutions, the ^aMstance.^ 
county and state treasurers and auditors, and other county 
and state officers and the officers and employes of all bank- 
ing, moneyed and sa^vingfs institutions, railroad or railway 
companies doing business in, or maintaining or operating 
a line of railway in the State of Minnesota, and other com- 
panies herein referred to shall afford all reasonable and 
needed facilities, and it is hereby made the duty of all such 
trustees, officers, managers, and employes to make returns 
and exhibits to the said examiner, under oath, in such 
form and at such time or times as he shall prescribe, and 
each and every person so required, who shall refuse or 
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neglect to make such return or exhibit or (to) give such 
information as may be required by said examiner, shall be 
deemed guilty of felony; and if any person in making 
such exhibit, or giving: such information, or affording any 
statement required under this act, on his oath, shall know- 
ingly swear falsely concerning 1?he same, he shall be deem- 
ed guilty of perjury and punished accordingly. 

Sec. 6. Every person who shall wilfully obstruct or 
mislead the public examiner in the execution of his du- 
ties as herein prescribed' shall be subject to a conviction 
and punishment therefor in the same way as is provided 
for the conviction and punishment of persons obstructing 
Or hindering other officers, ministerial, judicial or execu- 
tive, under the authority and law of this state. And the 
said examiner s'hall have full power and authority for the 
various purposes herein named, to examine any of the 
books, papers, accounts, bills, vouchers or other documents 
or property of any or all of the aforesaid state institu- 
tions, moneyed, banking and savings corporations, rail- 
road and .railway companies, and other corporations or 
companies referred to in this act, and county and state 
officers, and custodians of county and state funds, and 
also to examine under oath any or all of ,the trustees, 
inanagers, officers, employes or agents of such institu- 
tions and moneyed and' savings corporations, and other 
persons in control of or doing business with said mon- 
eyed and savings institutions, railroad, railway or other 
companies, and the county and state officers, and custo- 
dians of county and state funds aforesaid. The said ex- 
aminer is empowered to issue subpoenas and administer 
oaths in the same manner and with the same power to 
enforce obedience thereof in the performance of his said 
duties as belong and pertain to courts of law in this state ; 
and any person refusing access by said examiner to any 
such books or papers, or any trustee, manager, officer, 
agent, clerk, employe, or other person aforesaid, who shall 
obstruct said access, or refuse to furnish any required in- 
formation, or who shall in any manner hinder the thor- 
ough examination, required by this act, of the officers 
or of the affairs, books, accounts, papers and finances of 
the state, moneyed, banking and savings institutions, rail- 
road, railway or other companies, or pertaining to the 
county and state officers aforesaid', shall be deemed guilty 
of a felony, and shall be liable on conviction to (a) fine 
of one thousand dbllars ($t,ooo), or imprisonment in the 
state prison for a period of one year. 
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Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

An act entitled ''An act to amend section one of chapter Relating to 
349 of the General Lazi'S of 1899, as amended by chapter ?ions?^^^ ^°" 
216 of the General Laivs, 1901." 

Be it enacted by the Legisilature of the State of Minne- 
sota : 

Section i . That section one of chapter 349, General 
Laws 1899, as amended by chapter 216, Generstl Laws 
1 90 1, is hereby amended s<3 as to read as follows : 

Section i. On Tuesday, seven (7) weeks preceding ^^^j^J®|^®" 
any election (except town, village or special elections) at 
which officers in this state are to be elected, a primary 
election shall be held in the several election districts com- 
prised within the territory for which such officers are to 
be elected in accordance with this act, which shall be 
known as the primary election, for the purpose of choos- 
ing candidates for all elective district, county and city 
officers, and elective members of school boards, park 
boards, library boards, in cities having over 100,000 in- 
habitants, and all other officers which are to be chosen 
wholly by electors within any subdivision of this state, 
except state officers who are chosen wholly by the electors 
of the entire state, and elective members of school boards, 
park boards and library boards in towns and villages and 
in cities of this state having 100,000 inhabitants or less, cities of 100,- 
at said ensuing election and said primary election day 2Sts^?ess. 
shall be and constitute the first day of registration of 
electors for the next ensuing election in all election dis- 
tricts of counties which are subject to the provisions of 
this act, and shall be in lieu of the first day now provided 
by law for the registration of electors in such districts; 
but' nothing herein shall be construed to aflfect the date 
of the second or subsequent registration days now pro- 
vided by l^w. 

For all other official positions within the gift of the 
people by ballot such other provisions as are provided by 
law shall apply. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and' after its passage.

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CHAPTER 7. 

An act to amend chapter two hundred and sixteen 
(216), General Lazvs for one thousand nine hundred and 
one ( 1901 ), relating to primary elections. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota : 

, Section i. That section ten ( 10) of chapter two hun- 
dred and sixteen (216), General Laws of Minnesota for 
one thousand nine hundred and one (1901) be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 10. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
with this act are hereby repealed. Provided, however, 
that the provisions of this act shall not apply to primary 
elections for municipal or school officers in cities, villages 
or boroughs containing a population of ten thousand 
(10,000) inhabitants or less. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 

Approved March 10, 1902. 



CHAPTER 8. 

An act to amend section tzventy-seven (27) of chapter 
one hundred seventy-iive (175) of the 'General Laws of 
Minnesota relating to insurance. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota : 

Section i. That section twenty-seven (27), chapter one 
hundred seventy-five of the General Laws of i8q=; be 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 27. Lisurance companies may be formed or re- 
incorporated as provided in section twenty-eight for any 
one of the following purposes, to-wit : 

First — To insure against loss or damage to property 
by fire, lightning, hail or tempest on land, upon the stock 
or mutual plan. 

Second — To make insurance upon the lives of individ- 
uals, and every insurance appertaining thereto or connect- 
ed therewith upon the stock or mutual plan, and to grant, 
purchase or dispose of annuities and endowments of any 
kind. Provided, no company transacting the business of 
life insurance in this state shall be permitted to take any 
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other kind of risks except those connected with or apper- 
taining to making insiu*ance on life, or against accidents 
to, or sickness of, persons, and the granting, purchasing 
and disposing of annuities and endowments. 

Third — To insure upon the stock or mutual plan ves- 
sels, freight, goods, money, effects and money lent on bol- 
tomry or respondentia, again^ the perils of the sea and 
other perils usually insured against by marines insurance, 
including risks of inland navigation and transportation. 

Fourth — To guaranty the fidelity of persons in posi- 
tions of trust, private or publid, and to act as surety on 
official bonds, and for the performance of other obliga- 
tions. ^ 

P'ifth — To insure against lo^s or diamage to the prop- 
erty of the assured, or loss or damage to the life, person 
or property of another for which the assured is liable, 
caused by the explosion of steam boilers. 

Sixth — To insure any person against sickness or 
against bodily injury or death by accident; or any person, 
firm or corporation against loss or damage on account of 
the bodily injury or death by accident of any person for 
which loss or damage said person, firm or corporation 
is responsible. 

*• Seventh — To insure against a breakage of plate glass, 
local or transit. 

Eighth — To insure against loss by burglary or theft, 
or both, or attempt thereat, or loss of money or securi- 
ties in course of transportation. 

Ninth — To insure against loss or damage to property 
of the assured by water, caused' by accidental breakage 
of automatic sprinkler heads. 

Tenth — To insure against loss or damage to live stock 
of the assured occasioned by death of the property in- 
sured. 

Eleventh — To guarantee and indemnify merchants, 
traders and those engaged in business and giving credit 
from loss and damage by reason of giving and extending 
credit to their customers and those dealing with them, 
which business shall be known as credit insurance. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 

Approved March lo, 1902. 
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CHAPTER 9. 

An act to provide for amending the articles of incor- 
poration of associations of co-operative life and casualty 
insurance associations organised under the laztfs of this 
state. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota : 

Section i. Any co-operative Ufe or casualty insurance 
society or association, either fraternal or non- fraternal, 
heretofore or hereafter organized under any of the laws of 
thfs state, may amend its articles of incorporation or as- 
sociatioft in any respect which might have been made part 
of its original articles, by adopting a resolution express- 
ing such proposed amendment by a two- thirds (2-3) vote 
of, all its members, shareholders, stockholders, or (in the 
case of fraternal societies) its supreme or governing, body, 
present and voting at any regular meeting of such cor- 
poration, or at any special meeting called for that pur- 
pose, and clearly specifying the same and outlining the 
proposed amendment, and filing and publishing such reso- 
lution in the manner provided for filing and publishing its 
original articles. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 

Approved March 11, 1902. 



CHAPTER 10. 

An act to amend section three thousand two hundred 
and three (3203) of the General Statutes of One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Ninety-four (1894), being sec-

An act to amend chapter tzvo hundred and thirty-seven 
(237) of the General Laws of one thousand nine hwndred 
and one ( 1901 ), relating to land titles. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: 

Section i. Subdivision ''C of section four (4) of 
chapter two hurid'red and thirty-seven (237}, General 
Laws of One Thousand Nine Hundred and One (1901 ) , 
relating to land titles, is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows : 

"C." The description of the land and the assessed value 
thereof, exclusive of improvements according to the last 
official assessment, the same to be taken as a basis for the 
payments required under section eighty-three (83) and 
subdivision "A" of section ninety-six (96) of this act. 

Sec. 2. Section sixteen (16) of said act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec. 16. At the time 6f the filing of the application 
in the office of the clerk of the court, a copy thereof certi- 
fied to by the clerk shall be filed in the office of the regis- 
ter of deeds, which copy shall be recorded and indexed by 
the register of deeds with the records of deeds and shall 
have the force and effect of a lis pendens.

is situated, to determine who are the heirs of such de- 
ceased homestead or tree-claim holder, what are their re- 
spective rights and interests in the homestead or tree-claim 
of such deceajsed, and to assign said land to the parties 
legally entitled to the same.

That nothing in this law shall 
be construed to prevent any person from fishing within 
four hundred (400) feet of any fish way with a hook and 
line held in the hand' or attached to a rod or pole held in 
the hand, except from the first day of March until the 
fifteenth (15th) day of May in each year. No person 
shall 3t any time have in his possession or under his 
control any fish caught, taken or killed in any other man- 
ner than by angling for them with a hook and line held 
in the hand or attached to a rod or pole held in the hand, 
except fish caught in international waters and in the Mis- 
sissippi river or in any other waters wherein fishing is 
permitted by this act as hereinafter authorized, and no 
person shall at any time fish- with more than one line to 
each person or with more than one hook attached to such 
line. 

And except further, that in all the inland lakes in this 
state a net may be used for the purpose of taking white- 
fish or trelipies during: the month of November and the 
first fifteen (15;) days in December of each year, which 
said net shall not exceed two hundred (200) feet in 
length and eight (8) feet in width and the meshes of 
which net shall not be less than three and one-half (3^) 
inches in size of mesh when the same is extended; and 
provided, that any person desiring to use such net shall 
first make application for a permit for such use to the 
board of game and fish commissioners of this state, stat- 
ing that the same is to be used by them for the purpose 
of cybtaining fish for their domestic use and not for com- 
mercial purposes, which application shall be accompanied 
by a fee of one ( i ) dollar. But no such person or family 
shall be permitted to use more than two (2) of such nets. 

Provided^ further, that the board of game and fish 
commissioners may upon application and satisfactory 
proof being made to them grant permission to fish in all 
shallow lakes in this state where fish are annually frozen 
or smothered to death, under such rules, regulations and 
restrictions as they shall prescribe; and the designation 
by them of such lakes shall be final and conclusive.

length of such seine shall not exceed one hundred and 
fifty ( I ^o) feet and shall not be used below the mouth 
of the St. Croix river; the meshes in said net or seine 
shall not be less than two and one-half (2^) on the bar 
and five inches when the same is extended; and before 
any such pound net or seine is used, the party desiring to 
use the same shall first make application therefor to the 
board of game and fish commissioners of this state for 
permission to use such net or seine, which application 
shall state the name of the party, the place where the ap- 
plicant desires to use the same, and which application shall 
be accompanied by a fee of five dollars ($5) for every 
net used. The board may issue such a permit for the 
use of such net or seine to such applicant, which permit 
shall be for one season only. The person to whom such 
permit or license is issued shall not change the location 
of such net or seine without first giving written notice 
of his intention so to do to said board of game and fish 
commissioners, and in such notice describing the place 
to which he intends to remove his or her net or seine. 

No fish shall be caught in any of said waters during the 
months of March and April in any year, except as herein- 
before provided. Whosoever shall offend against any

by the mayor and councilmen of a city, village or town, or 
by the owners of the premises, according to the terms 
which may have been specified therefor in a lease. 

For the purpose of providing armories for one or more 
organizations of the national guard, any city, village or 
town may enter into a contract or lease for a period of 
not exceeding twenty years. And if the village or city 
council shall deem it expedient to purchase or erect such 
armory, it shall have the powder and is hereby authorized 
to issue city or vfllage bonds for the cost of such building 
and site, in such amount and denominations and payable 
at such places and at such times, not to exceed twenty 
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years from d*ate thereof, as it may determine, the interest 
thereon not to exceed four per cent per annum, with in- 
terest coupons attached, payable semi-annually. Pro- 
vided, that in aid of the purchase or erection of such ar- 
mory, any city, villagfe or town may receive and accept 
grants or donations of a site or other property, and ful- 
fill the conditions therein imposed when not inconsistent 
with the proper use of such armory by the national guard." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

That section fourteen (14) of the Mili- 
tary Code, as amended by section i, chapter 162, General 
Laws of 1901, be and the same is hereby further amended 
so as to read as follows : 

"Sec. 14. National Guard — How Constituted. — In Howconsrti- 
time of peace the pational guard of the State of Minnesota officers a 
shall consist of the commander-in-chief, the adjutant gen- gSard.^^^^ 
eral as chief of staff, and the other staff officers mentioned 
in the two preceding: sections, and one chaplain with the 
rank of colonel, one medical corps, and one brigade to 
consist of one brigadier general and staff, three regiments 
of infantry and one battalion of artillery, the latter to in- 
clude two batteries of artillery and one company of en- 
gineers. Provided, that appointment on the staff of the 
commander-in-chief shall not thereby qualify the officer 
for the actual command of troops or for any office or 
commission in the national guard other than to which he 
has been appointed, without the examination and other 
qualifications prescribed by law. 

The brigade commander njay appoint the following Brigade 
staff officers, who shall hold office during his pleasure: m^?iTs!^' 
One assistant adjutant general, one assistant inspector 
general, one brigade quartermaster, one brigade judge ad- 
vocate, one commissary of subsistence, one inspector of 
small arms practice and one aide-de-camp, each witli the 
rank of captain. 
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"The CQmmander-in-chief may, from time to time fix 
the nimiber and gradfe of brigade staff officers, regimental 
and company officers, non-commissioned officers and oth- 
er enlisted men which shall constitute each organization 
of the national guard, now or hereafter authorized by 
law. Provided, the change is made to conform more 
closely to the number and' grade of officers and enlisted 
men allowed by law, in time of peace, to similar organiza- 
tions in the army of the United States; and, provided 
further, that unless so changed, said organization shall 
remain as now constituted under this act and the pro- 
visions of the Military Code.'* 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

loans. seed grain loans obtaitied by farmers under and by virtue 

of chapter forty-two (42) of the General Lazvs of Nine- 
teen Hundred One ( 1901 ) . 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota : 

Section i. It shall be the duty of the county auditor 
of each county wherein the crop of the year 1901 was par- 
tially or wholly destroyed by drouth, storms, floods or 
otherwise, and before the 20th day of March, A. D. 1902, 
to give notice to the respective persons who availed them- 
selves of the benefits of chapter forty-two (42) of the 
General Laws of Nineteen Hundred One (1901), and 
who having failed to make payment of the amount due 
the county, and the persons receiving such notice, shall, 
on or before the first day of April, A. D. 1902, make out 
in duplicate an application duly subscribed and sworn to 
by him, and attested by two witnesses. Said application 
^ofill!^^^^^^ shall contain a true statement of the following facts: 
First, the number of acres seeded by him in the year 1901, 
and the num'ber of bushels of each kind of grain raised 
by him during said year; second, the number of acres the 
applicant has plowed and prepared for seeding, the num- 
ber of acres the applicant intends to have plowed and pre- 
pared for seeding before seeding time ; third, that said ap- 
plicant's crop was, in the year 1901, entirely or partially 
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destroyed by drouth, storms, flood or otherwise; fourth, auduor 
a true and full description of all real estate and personal ™^^n?*n* 
property owned by the applicant, and whether encumbered, 
or otherwise, and also description of real estate upon 
which the party intends to crop in the year 1902. 

Sec. 2. On receipt of such application, the county 
auditor of said county may grant an extension of time for 
the payment of the loan obtained by the applicant by vir- 
tue of the provisions of said chapter forty-two (42), until 
Nov. i.s, IQ02. Provided, that said extension shall not 
be granted until the applicant has signed a contract in 
duplicate form, to be acknowledged before said county 
auditor and attested by two witnesses, wherein said appli- 
cant, for and in consideration of the benefits of said chap- 
ter forty-two (42) received the sum of dollars, 

from the said county as a loan for the purchase of seed 
grain ; that said sum shall be a first lien upon all the crops J;*®J„®^ 
of grain raised in the year 1902, by him, and in case of 
failure to pay the amount due on or before Nov. 15, 1902, 
with interest and costs, the same shall be levied by the 
county auditor of the proper county as a tax, the same to 
be collected as taxes against real and personal property 
are collected by virtue of the laws of this state, and that 
the applicant waives the benefits of any and all exemptions 
as to the tax to be levied for its payment, and that the 
county shall have a first lien on the land for which the 
seed grain is provided and upon the crops to be raised' by 
him during the year 1902, to the extent of the amount of 
such loan. 

Sec. .'^. It shall be the duty of 'the county auditor, on 
granting such application, to file a duplicate of said ap- 
plication and contract in the office of the town clerk of the 
township in which said applicant resides at the time of 
making such application. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take efifect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

Dox taxes. An oct to refund certain taxes paid by the owners of 

dof^s under the provisions of chapter one hundred and 
eighty-seven (187) of the Lazvs of Minnesota for one 
thousand nine hundred and one (1901). 

Whereas, the Legislature of the State of Minnesota at 
the regular session during the year 1901 passed an act 
entitled "An act to provide a tax on dogs and consti- 
tuting a fund for the 'liquidation of damages caused by 
the same, and providing, for a penalty for a violation 
thereof,'' which act was approved April 9, 1901, and is 
known as chapter 187 of the General Laws of Minnesota 
for TQOi : 

And whereas, under the provisions of said law many 
persons have paid into the county treasury o'f their county 
the tax specified' in section 2 of said act : 

And whereas, it has been decided by the attorney gen- 
eral of this state that said law is uncon«?titutional and in- 
valid for the reason that it provides for an unequal and 
arbitrary tax ; 

And' whereas, the Legislature of this state, at its special 
session held in the year igo2, has enacted into the law 
Senate File No» .'^4, w^hich repeals said chapter 187 of the 
General Laws of Minnesota for the year 1901 ; 
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Now, therefore, be it enacted by the Legislature of the 
State of Minnesota : 

Section i. That the county treasurer of any county Refundment 
in this state who has received taxes assess^ed and levied paid, 
under the provisions of chapter 187 of the General Laws 
of Minnesota for 1901, is hereby authorized to and shall 
pay to the person who paid' said tax, out of the revenue 
fund created by said chapter 187, the amount ascer- 
tained to be due to said person, which amount shall be 
paid on the warrant of the county auditor as hereinafter 
set forth. 

Sec. 2. Any person who has paid any tax on dogs, 
assessed and levied under the provisions of chapter 187 
of the General Laws of Minnesota for 1901, shall present 
to the county auditor his receipt and such other evidence 
as shall satisfy the county auditor that he has paid such 
tax. The county auditor shall thereupon issue his re- 
funding order upon the county treasurer of his county, in 
favor of the person who paid said tax, for the amount 
which the county auditor shall find to be due, after de- 
ducting: from the amount paid as such tax the amount 
which should have been assessed and levied on such dogs, 
as other taxes are assessed and levied on other personal 
property. Provided, that in counties where claims for Except 
damages under chapter 187 of the General Laws of 190 1 ^Pf^^^^^J.^ 
have been duly and properly presented to the proper of- damages, 
ficers for allowance, no money shall be refunded under the 
provisions of this act until such claims have been duly 
passed upon, and that the balance of the money remaining 
after said claims have been so passed upon shall be paid 
pro rata under the provisions of this act. 

Sec. ^. All amounts in the county treasury of any J^^^^^^^^^ 
county in this state, now standing to the credit of the 
special fund created under the provisions of section 3 of 
chapter 187 of the General Laws of Minnesota for 1901, 
shall be placed to the credit of the revenue fund of the 
resi^ective counties, and the auditor and treasurer of the 
respective counties are hei"eby authorized and directed to 
make the proper entries in their books, showing the trans- 
fer of said moneys in said special fund to the revenue 
fund of said county. 

Sec. 4.. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

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CHAPTER 38. 

An act to amend chapter 258 of the General Laws 
of iQOi, entitled ''An act providing for the drainage of 
la^tds, in certain cases, prescribing the powers and duties 
of county commissioners and other officers in the prem- 
ises, and appropriating funds for the payment of assess- 
ments against state lands affected thereby, and prescribing 
penalties for the violation thereof, and repealing certain 
acts therein mentioned and referred to." 

Be it enacted by the Legfislature of the State of Minne- 
sota : 

Section i. That section three (3) of chapter two 
hundred and fifty-eig;ht (258), of the Laws of one thou- 
sand nine hundred and one ( iQOi ) be and the same hereby 
is amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec. 3. Before entering upon his duties, such engineer 
shall gfive a bond in the sum* of two thousand dollars 
($2,000), with good and sufficient freehold sureties, pay- 
able to the county (or to the respective parties, or any two 
or more of them) as the case may be, in which any part of 
the work is to be done, for the use of such county, or coun- 
ties, as the case may be, and also for the use of all parties 
w^ho may show themselves to be aggrieved or injured by 
any negligence or malfeasance on his part in acting as 
such engineer ; to be approved by the auditor of the coun- 
ty in which the proceedings are commenced, conditioned 
that he will diligently, honestly and to the best of his skill 
and ability perform his duties as such engineer, and shall 
take an oath to faithfully perform his duties. 

He shall "make a correct survey of the line of said 
ditch, drain, creek or water course from its source to its 
outlet ; and he shall cause stakes or monuments to be set 
along said line, numbered progressively down stream, at 
each one hundred' feet ; and he shall make a computation 
of the number of cubic yards of earth to be excavated and 
removed from said ditch, drain, creek or water course be- 
tween each of the one hundred foot stakes, and the esti- 
mated cost per cubic yard for the removal thereof, and 
shall sum up the total number of cubic yards of earth to 
be excavated and removed' for the entire length of such 
ditch, drain, creek or water course, and make an estimate 
of the total cost of laying out, establishing and construct- 
ing the whole work (including branch ditches, if any), 
including all preliminary and other expenses connected 
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therewith, and with the inspecting and certifying to the 
work when and as the same is completed. He shall also, 
in tabular form, give the depth of cut, width at bottom 
and" width at top, at the source, outlet, and at each one 
hundred foot stake or monument of said ditch, creek or 
water course; and he shall specify the time so far as prac- 
ticable, and the manner in which the work shall be done ; 
and may for that purpose, set a different time for com- 
pleting the several contracts, and also for completing any 
station or stations included in each contract, and shall have 
power, when he finds it necessary, to provide for running 
said ditch under ground, through drain tiles, or other ma- 
terials, as he deems best, by specifying the size and kind 
of tile or other material to be used in such underground 
work, and shall estimate the cost of the same as a part 
of the total cost of the work. In locating a public ditch, 
drain, creek, or water course, the engineer may vary frorn 
the line described in the petition, or from the starting 
point thereof, as he deems best; provided, he commence 
the ditch at or as near the point described in the petition 
as is reasonably practicable and follow down the line 
therein described as nearly as practicable, and provided, 
further, that he shall have authority to specify such branch 
ditch or ditches as, in his opinion, may be necessary to give 
owners of lands likely to be assessed for the construction 
of the main ditch the full bene^t thereof; provided, that 
such branch ditch or branch ditches may either be opened 
at the same time and in the same manner as the main 
ditch, or the engineer may only locate said branch ditch 
or ditches for future construction. In all cases in which 
the route proposed is along highways already established, 
the engineer shall locate the ditch at sufficient distance 
from the center of siich highway to admit of a good road 
along the central line thereof. The earth taken from the 
ditch shall be so placed upon the roadway as to form a 
turnpike, which shall be provided with sufficient and suit- 
.able culverts or openings so as not to obstruct the natural 
flow of surface water, in time of high water, and no near- 
er to the margin thereof than two feet, but in locating 
a drain as above, the engineer shall not materially depart 
from the center of such highway to admit of a good road 
vided, further, that when there is not sufficient fall in the 
length of the route described in the petition, to drain the 
land adjacent thereto, or when for other reasons it appears 
expedient, he may shorten or extend the ditch from the

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outlet named in the petition far enough to reasonably ef- 
fectuate the purpose for which the work is extended. 
When, in his opinion, it will not be detrimental to the 
usefulness of the whole work, he shall, as far as practica- 
ble, locate the ditch on division lines between lands owned 
by different persons; and he shall, as far as practicable, 
avoid laying the same diagonally across lands ; but he shall 
not sacrifice the general utility of the ditch to avoid diag- 
onal lines.'' 

Sec. 2. That section six (6) of said chapter of said act 
be and the same hereby is amended so as to read as fol- 
lows : 

''Sec. 6. All lands benefited by a pubfic ditch, drain or 
water course, and all public or corporate roads or railroads 
so benefited, in whole or in part, shall be assessed in pro- 
portion to the benefits for the construction thereof, wheth- 
er said ditch passes through said lands or along or near 
the line of such roads or railroads or not, and the viewers 
in estimating the benefits to lands, roads or railroads not 
traversed by said ditch shall not consider what benefits* 
such lands, roads or railroads will receive after some other 
ditch or ditches shall be constructed, but only the benefits 
that will be received by reason of the construction of the 
public ditch as it affords an outlet for the drainage, or pre- 
vents the overflowing: of such lands, roads or railroads." 

Sec. 7,. That section ten (lo) of said chapter of said 
act be and the same hereby is amended so as to read as 
follows : 

Sec. lo. When damages are awarded to any person, 
persons or corporation in excess of benefits, if any, and 
the same shall have been duly confirmed, the board' of 
county commissioners of each county in which any of the 
land's for which such damages are awarded are located, 
shall order the same paid out of the treasury of such coun- 
ty, or warrants to be drawn and attested by the auditor 
and signed by the chairman of the board. Such warrants 
shall be issued at the expiration of the time for repeal in 
favor of such persons as shall not have appealed, and shall 
be dated and become due and payable immediately, after 
the letting of the contracts, as hereinafter provided. In 
case of appeal, or in case of any postponement or delay in 
determining: the amount of damages due to any person or 
corporation, warrants in favor of such person or corpora- 
tion shall not be issued until the final determination there- 
of. When the award is confirmed by order of court, 
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it sHall be the duty of the clerk to immediately transmit 
to the county auditor of each county affected thereby a 
certified copy thereof, and likewise of any final order or 
judgment thereafter made in the case of any appeal or 
jury trial; and thereupon the same duties shall devolve 
upon the county commissioners and auditor as hereinbe- 
fore provided. Whenever an award shall have been final- Final con- 
ly confirmed, it shall be the duty of the board of county awards?^ ^ 
commissioners of the county in which the lands, in re- 
spect of which such award was made, are located,, to cause 
to be forthwith paid to the owner of such property an 
amfQunt of damages over and above all benefit which may 
have been awarded therefor, with interest at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum, from the date to which such as- 
sessment relates to the date of such payment. If in any 
case there shall be doubt as to who is entitled to the dam- 
age for land taken such board may require of the claim- 
ant a bond, with good and sufficient sureties, to hold the 
county harmless from all loss, costs and' expenses, in case 
any person should thereafter claim and show himself en- 
titled to any part of such damages.'' 

Sec. 4. That section eleven (11) of said chapter of 
said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to read 
as follows : 

Sec. 1 1 . Any person or corporation aggrieved there- 
by may appeal from an order of the board of county com- 
missioners made in the proceedings, and entered upon 
their record's, determining either of the following mat- 
ters, viz : 

First — The amount of benefits to any tract of land, or 
owner of any public or corporate road or railroad. 

Second — 'The amount of damage allowed to any person, 
or persons or corporation.'' 

Third — Refusing to establish such proposed ditch. 

To render such appeal effectual, the appellant shall file ^^^^^^^ ^^^ 
with the county auditor, within and not after twenty (20) gP^®i|^^^ 
days from the date such final order is issued, a notice 
of appeal, which shall briefly state the grounds upon 
which such appeal is taken, accompanied by an appeal bond 
to the board of county commissioners with at least two 
freehold sureties in an amount for not less than two hun- 
dred and fift)'- ($250) dollars, to be approved by the au- 
ditor of the county in which such appeal is taken, condi- 
tioned that said appellant will duly prosecute the appeal, 
and pay all costs that may be adjudged against him and 
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to abide the ord'er of the court. Within twenty (20) 
days after such filing, the auditor shall make a complete 
transcript of all the papers and proceedings on file and of 
record in his office, so far as the same pertain to the prem- 
ises or matter on account of which the appeal is taken, 
together with the notice of appeal, to the clerk of the dis- 
trict court. 

Any person deeming himself aggrieved by such award 
or order, or both, may demand a jury trial to determine 
the amount of his benefits or damages on account of the 
construction of such ditch. Such demand shall be in 
writing, signed by the party making the same, or by his 
agent or attorney, and shall be filed in the office of the 
clerk of the district court within and for the county in 
which the proceeding is pending, within twenty (20) 
days after the filing* therein of the order confirming the 
report of the viewers. The issues raised by such de- 
mand shall stand for trial and shall be fully tried and 
d'etermined at the next term of the district court held 
within the county in which such proceedings were com- 
menced, beginning after the filing of .such demand and 
shall take precedence of all mMters of a civil nature in 
said court. If there be more than one demand, they may 
be consolidated, and tried together, but the rights of 
such persons shall be separately determined by fhe jury 
in its verdict, provided, however, that if the demandant 
fails to recover more damages than awarded to hixn or 
fails to reduce the amount of benefits assessed against his 
land then the costs of such trial shall be paid by the de- 
mandant. The construction of any such ditch shall not 
be hindered, delayed or prevented by the prosecution of 
any appeal or demand herein mentioned. 

Provided, that in any case in which a viewer's report 
has been acted upon and rejected by any board of county 
commissioners since July i§t, 1901, upon the application 
of any petitioner in such case, made to the county auditor 
of the county prior to June ist, 1902, the said county au- 
ditor shall call a special meeting of such board' of county 
commissioners for a rehearing upon such petition, and 
shall gfive notice of such meeting and rehearing in the 
manner provided by section eight of said chapter 258," 
and at such meeting the said board of county commis- 
sioners shall proceed to reconsider such report 'land shall 
act upon the same and make findings thereon in con- 
formity with the provisions of this act without regard to 
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its former action thereon, and an appeal may be taken 
from such action as in other cases. 

Sec. K- That section twelve (12) of s"aid chapter of 
said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to read 
as follows: 

"Sec. 12. If more than one party appeals, the court 
may, in his discretion, order the cases consolidated and 
tried tog:ether ; in such case the right of each party shall 
be separately determined by the jury in its verdict.'' 

Sec. 6. That section thirteen (13) of said chapter of 
said' act be and the same hereby is amended so as to read 
as follows: 

"Sec. 13. Within ten (10) days after the filing in Auditors 
the office of the county auditor of the order of confirma- tracts^by" 
tion of the board of county commissioners, or, when the ®®° ^^^' 
proceedings are taken in court, then within ten (10) 
days after the filing of such order in the office of the 
clerk, the auditor, in the first instance, and in the second 
instance the auditors of the respective counties, meeting 
for that purpose at the office of the auditor of the county 
in which the proceedings are pending, shall proceed, as 
hereinafter provided, to sell the jobs of digging and 
constructing: the entire work, either as one job, or in one 
or more linear sections of one hundred feet each, 
each of said sections to be known and numbered by the 
stake or monument set by the engineer at the foot of 
each such section, as shown in the engineer's report, com- 
mencing at the one including the outlet, and thence in 
succession up the stream to the one including the source, contracts in 
The auditor, or auditors, as the case may be, shall con- SSunties. 
tract in the name of the county, or in the name of the re- 
spective counties, as the case may be, each acting by and 
through its auditor, with the party to whom a section 
or sections is or are sold, requiring him to construct the 
same in the time and manner set forth in the report of 
the engineer, on which the ditch is established ; and shall 
take from him a bond in the penal sum of not less than 
twice the contract price, with not less than two (2) free- 
hold sureties, payable to the county, or to the respective 
counties, or any two or more of them as the case may be, 
for the use of such county, or counties, as the case may be, 
and also for the use of all persons who may show them- 
selves to be aggrieved or injured by any breach thereof, 
or of the contract for which such bond is given; to be 
by said auditor, or auditors, as the case may be, approved, 
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conditioned that said party shall faithfully perform and 
fulfill his contract and' pay all damag;es which may ac- 
crue by reason of the failure to complete the work in the 
manner and within the time required in the contract 
therefor and otherwise conditioned as in this act provided. 

The auditor of the county in which the proceedings 
were taken shall g-ive notice of the letting of such con- 
tracts by publication for three (3) successive weeks, in 
the official paper of such county, of the time when and the 
place where such contracts shall be let to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidders ; and in such notice shall invite bids for 
the work as one job, and also for any one or more of 
such sections, and shall reserve the right to reject any and 
all bids, and no bid shall be entertained which exceeds 
more than thirty (30) per cent the estimated cost of the 
construction of the part of said work covered by said bid; 
not unless accompanied by a certified check, payable to 
the auditor, or to the respective auditors, as the case 
may be, for not less than ten (10) per cent of the bid; 
and said auditor or auditors may adjourn such letting 
from time to time until the whole work shall be taken, 
and with the approval of the engineer, may let any one 
or more of such sections. The engineer shall attend to 
such letting" of the work and no bid shall be accepted 
without his approval, as to the compliance with plans and 
specifications.'' 

Sec. 7. That section fourteen (14) of said chapter of 
said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Sec. 14. The bond and contract shall be attached 
to each other, and the contract shall contain the specific 
description of the work to be done, either expressly or 
by reference to plans and specifications, and refer to the 
number of the section or sections, as provided for in the 
preceding section; and shall provide that the work shall 
be done and completed as provided for in the report of 
the engineer, and subject to his approval and that of the 
auditor, or auditors, as the case may be. 

Such contract shall be drawn to the satisfaction of the 
engineer. Every such contract shall embrace the provi- 
sions of chapter 354 of the General Laws of 1895, as 
amended by the provisions of chapter 307, General Laws 
of 1897, applicable thereto, and shall provide that time 
shall be of the essence of the contract, in that if there 
should be any failure to perform the work according to 
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the terms of said contract within the time limited therein, 
originally or by extension, the contractors shall forfeit 
and pay to the county in which the portion of the work 
in default shall be located, a certain sum, to be named 
therein, and which shall be fixed by the county auditor, 
or auditors, as the case may be, for each day that such 
failure shall continue. No extension of time shall be 
granticd unless applied for in writing to the auditor, or 
auditors, as the case may be, stating to his or their satis- 
faction good and sufficient reasons therefor, nor shall 
any extension affect the right to enforce such forfeiture, 
if any^ as shall -occur after the time orig:inally limited 
and before such extension, or occurring after the limit of 
the extension. The bond shall expressly provide that the 
bondsmen shall be liable for all damages resulting from 
any such failure, whether the work be resold or not, and 
that a^y person showing himself injured by such failure 
may maintain an action upon such bond in his own name, 
and that such actions may be successive in favor of all 
persons so injured. Such contractor shall be considered 
a public officer and such bond an official bond within 
the meaning of sections 5951, 5952, 5953 and 5954, Gen- 
eral Statutes i8q4.' 

Sec. 8. That section fifteen (15) of said chapter of 
said' act be and the same hereby is amended so as to read 
as follows : 

' Sec. 15. If a job be not completed within the time if contract 
fixed in the contract therefor, it shall be the duty of the ed^bo^s-^*" 
bondsmen to notify the county auditor of each county in Jietef ° *^^'^' 
which any part of the land's affected thereby is located, in 
writing", of that fact, within five (5) days after the ex- 
piration of the time fixed in the contract ; whereupon the 
auditor, or auditors, as the case may be, shall, in writing, 
duly dated, order said bondsmen to complete said job 
within a time specified by him or them, and said bonds- 
men s*hall receive from the proper county or counties, as 
the case may be, the amount due on such job or part 
thereof, that they have so completed, less the proper de- 
duction for forfeiture, if any. The amount due said 
bondsmen for such work shall be determined by said en- 
gineer ; provided, that a job not completed, as hereinbefore 
specified, by the origfinal contractor, and the completion 
of which shall not be undertaken bv the bondsmen as 
hereinbefore provided, within ten (10) days after the 
date of such order, or of the failure to complete w^hich, the 
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bondsmen shall not so notify said auditor, or auditors, as 
the case may be, shall be resofd by the auditor, or audit- 
ors, as the case may be, after ten (lo) days' notice by 
publication, to the lowest responsible bidder, but not for 
a sum exceeding fifty (50) per cent in excess of the orig- 
inal estimated cost of such work, nor a second time to 
the same party. A contract and bond shall theffeupon be 
entered into as hereinbefore provided, and' such contract 
shall provide for the completion of the work resold with- 
in six montHs from the date thereof. Such excess, if 
any, shall be recoverable against the bondsmen on the 
orig-inal contract." 

Sec. q. That section sixteen (16) of said chapter 
of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to 
read as follows : * 

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of the engineer, on being 
notified by any contractor that his job is completed, to 
inspect the same, and if he finds it complete, according 
to the contract, plans and spj&cifications, he shall report 
that fact to the board of county commissioners and give 
to the contractor a certificate stating that said section or 
sections (by number) are completed according to the con- 
tract, plans and specifications, as set forth in the report 
of said engineer; provided, that when part of the work 
for which such certificate is to be issued, if it affects more 
than one county, such proportionate certificates shall be 
issued; whereupon, if approved by the county commis- 
sioners of the county or counties, as the case may be, and 
upon the presentation and surrender of said' certificate 
with such approval indorsed thereon, to the auditor of the 
proper county or counties, said auditor shall draw a war- 
rant on the county treasurer of his county for the propor- 
tionate amount found to be due in respect of lands in his 
county on said contract, according to such preliminary 
certificate, as hereinafter provided; and said' warrant 
shall be paid out of the general ditch fund to be provided 
by the board of county commissioners, as hereinafter 
specified. Said warrant shall become due and payable out 
of said fund at once and if there shall be no cash in said" 
fund to pay said warrant when the same is presented, 
the county treasurer shall endorse said warrant 'Not paid 
for want of funds,' and date and sign such endorsement, 
and the amount of said warrant shall draw interest at the 
rate of six (6) per cent per annum until called' in by the 
treasurer or auditor of said county and paid; provided, 
however, that the engineer, upon the written approval of 
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the auditor, may issue preliminary certificates for not to 
exceed fifty (50) per cent of work already done and ap- 
proved, within the county of which he is such auditor, 
which certificate shall be treated as hereinbefore provid- 
ed ; but no such certificate shall be furnished except when 
accompanied by the engineer's written certificate that no 
loss will result therefrom/' 

Sec. 10. That section seventeen (17) of said chapter 
of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to 
read as follows : 

Sec. 17. The board of county commissioners of each counties 
and every county wherein any such ditch is proposed to SwkIs?^^* 
be wholly or partly located and established, are hereby 
authorized to issue the bonds of their respective counties 
in such amount as may be necessary for the purpose of de- 
fraying the expenses incurred or to be incurred in locat- 
ing, constructing and establishing so much of the* same 
as may be located in or in such relation to such county as 
to affect lands therein within the terms of this act. The 
word 'expenses' shall be construed to mean and to cover 
every item of cost of said ditch, from its inception to its 
completion, and all fees and expenses to be incurred in 
pursuance thereof, and the said counties shall be reim- 
bursed as hereinafter provided. Said bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding six (6) per cent per an- 
num, and shall be payable at any time not to exceed ten 
(10) years, at the option of said board. Each bond 
shall contain a recital that it is issued by authority of and 
in strict accordance with the provisions of this act, and 
shall be signed by the chairman of said board and counter- 
signed by the county auditor, who shall keep a record 
thereof. Said board shall have power to negotiate said 
bonds as they shall deem for the best interest of such 
county, but not for less than par value. Said board shall 
provide a fund for the payment of annual interest on 
S"aid bonds, and they are hereby authorized and' empowered 
to transfer from the general revenue fund of the county 
to such drainage fund any surplus moneys which can 
be properly applied for the purposes of this act. 

Sec. II. That section eighteen (18) of said chapter 
of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Sec. 18. At the earliest practicable time after the 4akere^*° 
letting" of the contract for the construction of any ditch, ports, what 
as herein provided, the auditor of each county affected contain^ 
thereby shall make in tabular form a list and statement 
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showing^ the following facts, and in the order named, viz : 

First — The names of the owners of all lands and the 
names of all public or corporate roads or railroads within 
their respective counties benefited by the construction ot 
such proposed work as appears from the viewer's report, 
as affected by the order of confirmation of the board or 
judg-e, as aforesaid. 

Second — The description of said lands as the same ap- 
pears in such report as so affected, together with the total 
number of acres in each tract, according to the assessment 
rolls or tax lists of such county. 

Third — The estimated number of acres benefited in 
each tract of said land, as shown as aforesaid. 

Fourth — The estimated amount of benefits and dam- 
ages to each of said tracts of land and the estimated 
amount of benefits and damages to each public or cor- 
porate Voad or railroad, as the same appears in such view- 
er's report, or as changed by the jury or court. 

Fifth — The amount that each of said tracts of land, 
and that each of said corporate roads or railroads so bene- 
fited will be liable for and must pay into the treasury of 
each county for the location, construction and establish- 
ment of such ditch, which said amount shall be determined 
as foUow^s : 

Said auditor shall make a full statement showing the 
total cost of each ditch, under each separate petition for 
such ditch ; and each petition and each ditch located, con- 
structed and established shall be known and designated 
by a number to be gfiven to it. Such statement shall be 
headed as follows : 

Statement showing: cost of ditch, No To whom 

paid For what paid 

Amount paid Said statement shall be summed 

up showing: in figfures the total cost of each ditch and shall 
be attached to and form a part of the statement herein pro- 
vided for. The total cost shall then be divided by the to- 
tal estimated benefits as provided for in subdivision five 
of this section, for the rate of cost on each one dk^llar of 
benefits, the auditor not to be obliged to carry out and 
use a smaller fraction than one-tenth of one mill. The 
amount of estimated benefits to each tract of land, and to 
each public or corporate road or railroad (as hereinbefore 
provided for) shall be multiplied by said rate, and the*re- 
sult set down in the proper column opposite each of said 
tracts of lands, public or corporate road's or railroads; and 
such result so obtained, less the amount of damages, if 
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any, shall be the amount that each of said tracts of land, 
public or corporate road's or railroads will be liable for 
on account of such improvement. , 

Sec. 12. That section nineteen (19) of said chapter 
of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Sec. 19. Such statement shall then be signed by the f^*emed* 
auditor in the presence of two attesting witnesses and be Sdeels.*'^^*^ 
•dtily acknowledged by him, and shall then be duly filed 
with and recorded by the register of deeds of such county. 
The amount which each tract of land and each public or 
corporate road or railroad will be liable for, and the inter- 
est thereon, as hereinafter provided, shall be and remain 
a lien on such land, public or corporate roads or railroads 
until fully paid'; such payments may be made as herein- 
after provided. Such filings shall be deemed notice to 
all parties interested of the existence of such lien. The 
fee of such register of deeds for such recording shall be 
paid by the county, on the allowance of the board of 
countv commissioners, and' said statement, after the same 
has been recorded, shall be returned to the auditor, to be 
by him placed with the other papers relating to such ditch, 
and carefully preserved by him. 

' Sec. 13. That section twenty-one (21 ) of said chapter 
of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Sec 21. The payment of such liens shall be made to payment 
the treasurer of such county, as follows, viz : One-tenth °' "®""' 
of said principal, with the interest thereon, on or before 
one (i) year from such filing in the register of deeds 
office, one- tenth of same on or before two (2) years; 
one- tenth of the same on or before three ( 3 ) years ; one- 
tenth of the same on or before four (4) years; one-tenth 
of the same on or before five ( 5 ) years ; one-tenth of the 
same on or before six (6) years; one-tenth of same on 
or before seven (7) years; one-tenth of same on or be- 
fore eight (8) years; one-tenth of same on or before 
nine (9) years; one-tenth of same on or before ten

When the full amount of such lien, with ac- 
cumulated interest, shall thus, or at one time be made, 
the auditor upon presentation of a receipt from the treas- 
urer to that effect, shall issue under his hand and official 
seal, a certificate of such payment, and the same when 
recorded in the office of the register of deeds shall release 
and dischargfe such lien of record. 

Sec. 14. That section twenty-two (22) of said chapter 
of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to 
read as follows : 

Sec. 22. All lands owned by this state, and all lands 
owned by any railroad or other corporation, benefited by 
any such ditch, drain, or water course, shall be liable for 
such benefits the same as taxable land's. 

Sec. i.c;. That section twenty- four (24) of said chap- 
ter of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Sec. 24. The benefits accruing to any municipal cor- 
poration or to the owners of any corporate road, or to the 
owners of any railroad, respectively, by reason of the im- 
provement of any public road within the limits of, or con- 
necting with such municipal corporation, or of such cor- 
porate road, or such railroad by the construction of any 
such ditch, shall be assessed, levied and enforced vas fol- 
lows : Whenever any public road' shall have been found 
to be so benefited, the town which is by law chargeable 
with the duty of keeping such road in repair, shall be 
assessed the amount of such benefits in said town ac- 
cruing to such roads within said town by reason of ^ch 
ditch and the same shall thereupon become a liabilit}'' 
of such town, and shall be due and payable in ten equal 
annual installments, beginning on the first day of June 
next following the date of the entry of the lien against 
private individuals^ as herein provided ; but if any of such 
installments are not paid within thirty (30) days after its 
maturity, the amount hereof, with interest, shall be en- 
forced in the same manner as judgments against the town. 
Whenever any railroad or the lands of any railroad corn- 
pay, shall be determined in any such proceeding to be bene- 
fited by any such ditch, such railroad, or the lands of 
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such railroad company, so far as the same are legally 
subject to local assessment, shall be assessed their just 
proportion of such benefits as other lands benefited are 
assessed, which assessment shall be collected from the 
owners of such railroad or from such railroad company in 
the same manner as personal taxes are collected by law. 
From the date of the filing by the county auditor ih the 
office of the register of deeds of the statement aforesaid, 
the amount of such assessment, with interest, shall con- 
stitute a lien against all the property of such owners and 
r«ailroad company within such county. Such lien may be 
foreclosed by action in the same manner as provided by 
law for the foreclosurie of mortgage liens. 

Sec. 1 6. That section twenty-seven (27) of said chap- 
ter of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to 
read as follows: 

"Sec.27. All orders and notices herein prescribed shall |^«*'**'''^'« 
be issued by the auditor or by the judge, as the case may and fees, 
be, and the same shall be served by the sheriff or other 
disinterested person designated by the auditor or by the 
judge, as the case may be, and such sheriff or other per- 
son so designated shall be paid by the county for such 
services the same fees as are allowed by law for similar 
services." 

Sec, 17. That section twenty-eight of said chap- 
ter of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to 
read as follows: 

"Sec. 28. The engineer shall receive the sum of five compensa- 
dollars ($5.00) per day for every day he is necessarily ^i^ee/and 
engaged in performing the duties required of him by this others, 
act, and his actual and necessary e^qpenses incurred in and 
about the same. The viewers shall each receive three 
dollars ($3.00) per day for every day they are necessar- 
ily engaged in viewing ditches and making up and filing 
their reports, and their actual and necessary expenses. 
Each rodtnan shall receive the sum of two dollars ($2.00) 
per day, and may be allowed in addition thereto his board 
and lodging, for each and every day he is employed ; and 
each chainraan, axman and every other employe necessary 
to the prompt execution of the work of locating or inspect- 
ing a public ditch shall be allowed one dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50) per day, and may be allowed in addition 
thereto his board and lodging for the time such person is 
thus actually employed. The county auditor of each coun- 
ty, and the clerk of the district court shall receive reasona- 
ble compensation for their services under this act, and 
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such compensation shall be in addition to all sums allowed 
by law at the time of the passage of this act. The fees, 
per diem, compensation and expenses provided for in this 
act shall be audited, examined, allowed and paid upon the 
order of the board of county commissioners." 

Sec. i8. That section thirty-two (32) of said chapter 
of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as to 
read as follows : 

"Sec. 32. Every order of the county commissioners 
of any county, or the judg^e of the district laying out and 
establishing any ditch or refusing to establish the same, 
under the provisions of this chapter, the record thereof, 
or a certified copy of such record, shall be prima facie 
evidence of the facts therein stated and of the regularity 
of all the proceedings prior to the making of such order." 

Sec. 19. That section thirty-three (33) of said chap- 
ter of said act be and the same hereby is amended so as 
to read as follows : 

Sec. 33. Chapter 97 of the General Laws of 1887; 
chapters 81, 82, 83, 84 and 293 of the General Laws of 
the year 1895; chapter 328 of the General Laws of the 
year 1897, and' chapters 274, 323 and 247 of the General 
Laws of the year 1899, and all other acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 20. That section thirty-five (35) of said chap- 
ter of said act be and the same hereby is amended by re- 
numbering same so that it shall read as section forty-one 

(40. 

Sec. 21. That said chapter two hundred fifty-eight 
(258) is hereby further amended by adding after section 
thirty- four (34) thereof the following sections, that is to 
say: 

"Sec. 35. Whenever it is desired to construct a ditch 
extending into or through part or the whole of more than 
one county, or if entirely within one county, the ditch 
is to be so located that it will probably result in bene- 
fit or damage, or both, to lands in and adjoining coun- 
ty or counties, then in either of such cases, the peti- 
tion required by section two (2) of said chapter shall 
be addressed and presented to the judge of the dis- 
trict court of the district in which any one of such coun- 
ties is situated.

Upon presentation of such petition, the Hearing on 
jud^e shall fix a time and place for the preliminary hear- ^® 
ing, which is provided for in section two (2) of said chap- 
ter, in respect of presentation to the board of county com- 
missioners, and the same notice thereof shall be given, save 
that it shall be given by such clerk and shall be posted and 
published in each county wherein a copy of such petition 
shall have been filed." 

"Sec. 37. Upon such hearing, if the judge shall be order of 
satisfied that the requisite conditions exist and have been 
complied with, he shall, by ord'er, direct a survey to be 
made, as provided in section two (2) of said chapter, and 
shall appoint a cohipetent and experienced civil engineer 
to make the same and direct a copy of such order to be 
forthwith made and transmitted by the clerk to such engi- 
neer and to the auditor of each county, described in the pe- 
tition. The same proceedings shall be taken by such en- 
gineer as in section one (i) of this act and section four 
(4) of said chapter are provided, save that the findings 
shall be with such clerk." 

"Sec. 38. As soon as reasonably possible after the fil- court to 
ing of such report, the judge shall make an order appoint- vfe^ers. 
ing viewers, as provided in section five (5) of said 
chapter, and the proceedings thereafter shall be as speci- 
fied in sections five (5) and' seven (7) of said chapter, 
and section two (2) of this act, save that the duties there- 
in specified in respect of the board of county commission- 
ers shall be performed by such judge, and those in respect 
of the county auditor shall be performed by such clerk; 
and that the viewers may be residents of any of the coun- 
ties described in the petition, and that their jurisdiction 
shall extend througfhout all such counties, and that their 
reports shall be filed with such clerk." 

"Sec. 39. Immediately upon the filing of such report, viewers' 
it shall be the duty of such clerk to prepare and transmit reports, 
forthwith a certified copy thereof to the auditors of each 
of the counties described in the petition, and within three 
(3) days after the filing of such report, to transmit to the 
judge of such court a written notice of the filing of such 
report. Upon the receipt of such notice, the judge shall 
make an order fixing the time and place of hearing said 
petition and report. The same notice thereof shall be 
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given by the clerk as is provided in section eight (8) of 
said chapter in respect of the county auditor, save that it 
shall be published and posted' in each county described in 
the petition/' 

Sec. 40. At the time and place fixed for the hearing, 
if the court shall be satisfied that notice thereof has been 
given according to law he shall proceed as in section nine 
(9) of said chapter." 

"Sec. 41. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage." 

Sec. 22. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passagfe.

CHAPTER 39. . 

An act to legalise certain ditches, drains or water- 
courses, established or attempted to be established under 
and pursuant to the provisions of cliapter two hundred 
and afty -eight (2.^8) of the General Lazvs of 19.01, and 
to declare le^cd and valid all assessments and liens levied 
under and pursuant to said act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: 

Section i. Where the county commissioners of any 
county of this state, in pursuance of chapter two hundred 
and fifty-eight (258) of the General Laws of 1901, have 
established and constructed, or attempted to establish and' 
construct, any ditch, drain or other watercourse, the peti- 
tion for which states that said ditch, drain or other wa- 
tercourse will be conducive to the public health, conveni- 
ence or welfare, or of public benefit or utility, and the 
county commissioners, in granting such petition, have 
found and determined, or shall find and determine, that 
said proposed ditch, drain or other watercourse will be 
conducive to public health, convenience or welfare, or of 
public benefit or utility, said ditch, drain or other water- 
course is hereby legalized and declared to be condticive 
to public health, convenience and welfare and of pubHc 
benefit and utility; and any assessments or liens levied, 
or that may hereafter be levied, against the lands bene- 
fited by the construction of any ditch, drain or other wa- 
tercourse, by the county auditor of any county, for the 
cost of the establishment and the construction of the same, 
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pursuant to the provisions of this act, are hereby legalized 
and declared to be valid and of full force and effect and a 
lien against said lanfds until paid, in the time and manner 
set forth in sections twenty (20) and twenty-one (21) 
of said chapter two hundred and fifty-eight (258) of the 
General Laws of 1901. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

CHAPTER 40. s. F. No. 43. 

An act to amend section six hundred and sixty-five county com- 
(66t;) of the General Statutes of one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-four (1894), as amended by cJmpter one 
hundred and nine (109) of the General Laws of one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-seven (1897)^ ^^ amend- 
ed by chapter one hundred and seventy-seven (177) of 
the General Laws of one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-nine (1899), relating to the pay of county commis- 
sioners. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: 

Section i. That section six hundred and sixty-five 
(665) of the General Statutes of one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety- four (1894), as amended by chapter one 
hundred and nine (109) of the General Laws of one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-seven (1897), as amend- 
ed by chapter one hundred and seventy-seven (17^) of 
the General Laws of one thousand eight hundred and nine- 
ty-nine (1899), be and the same is hereby amended so 
that the same shall read as follows : 

Sec. 665. The county commissioners shall each receive Pay for com- 
three (3) dollars per day for each day they are necessarily ™*s^^°*^®^^- 
employed in transacting the county business, and 10 cents 
per mile for every mile necessarily traveled in going to and 
returning from the meetings of the board, or in the dis- 
charge of any official duty under the direction of the 
board, computed by the nearest traveled route, but no com- 
missioner shall receive pay for more than twenty (20) 
days' attendance at meetings of said board, or mileage for 
attendance upon more than six (6) sessions in any one (i) of^aysand 
official year, nor pay for more than twenty-five (25) days ™*^®^^®- 
for all his services as commissioner in any one ( i ) year ; 
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and the county auditor, in drawing his warrant upon the 
county treasurer for the pay and traveling fees prescribed 
in this section shall specify upon the face of such warrant 
the number of days of service, and. the amount of mileage 
for which such warrant is issued; a^d any county auditor 
who shall issue his warrant for the payment of any amount 
in excess of the pay and traveling fees prescribed in this 
section shall forfeit to the county the amount of such ex- 
cess, to be deducted from his salary ; provideid, that when- 
ever extra meetings of the board of county commission- 
ers are rendered necessary to protect the property and in- 
terests of the county, because of the default, malfeasance 
or misconduct in office of any county officer, or because of 
the erection or repair of county buildings, the commission- 
ers may receive mileage and pay for the attendance at so 
many meetings and so many days as are necessary for said 
session, in excess of the limits hereinbefore prescribed. 
The provisions of this act shall not affect the pay and trav- 
eling fees of the commissioners of any county where the 
pay and fees are now provided for by a special law regu- 
lating the same. And provided further, that the provis- 
ions of this act, so far as the same limits the number of 
days in each year that such commissioners shall draw pay, 
or fixes the number of sessions for attendance upon which 
such commissioners shall be entitled to mileage, shall not 
apply to the commissioners of Otter Tail county. Pro- 
vided further, that the number of days for which said 
commissioners shall draw pay shall not exceed sixty (60) 
days in one (i) year. And provided further, that the 
provisions of this act, so far as the same limit the number 
of days in each year that such commissioners shall draw 
pay, or fix the number of sessions for attendance upon 
which such commissioners shall be entitled to mileage, 
shall not apply to the commissioners of Wright county. 
And provided further, that the number of days for which 
said commissioners shall draw pay shall not exceed thirty- 
five (35) days in any one year. And provided further, 
that the provisions of this act, so far as the same limit the 
number of days that such commissioners shall draw pay, 
or fixes the number of sessions for attending upon which 
such commissioners shall be entitled to mileage, shall not 
apply to counties where the population exceeds twenty- 
eight thousand inhabitants, which shall be ascertained by 
the last preceding census. Provided further, that the 
number of days for which any commissioner shall draw 
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pay in any county in this state where the population ex- co^ues 
ceeds twenty-eight thousand inhabitants, which shall be 28,000. 
ascertained by the last preceding census, shall not exceed 
forty (40) days in any one (i) year. Provided further, 
that the provisions of this act shall not affect the pay and 
traveling fee of the commissioners of any county where 
pay and fees are now provided for by a special law regu- 
lating the same.

receive pay for not exceeding sixty (60) days' service as 
such commissioner in each year, and that the chairman of 
the said board of county commissioners shall be entitled 
to receive pay for not exceeding seventy (70) days in each 
year. Provided, that the provis'ions hereof granting pay 
for not exceeding sixty (60) days to each county com- 
missioner, except the chairman, and for not exceeding sev- 
enty (70) days for said chairman, shall only apply to 
counties in this state having said assessed valuation as 
aforesaid, wherein the boards of county comrrfissioners, 
either by general or special law, are required to look after 
and superintend the expenditure of any county moneys 
voted by them upon the basis of the assessed valuation of 
the real estate in said county to aid in the repair or con- 
struction of roads and bridges in their respective" counties. 
And provided further, that in any county where county counties 
commissioners have done any work or rendered any ser- ^^^^ ^^^<^*^®^- 
vice in relation to public ditches, under the laws of this 
state, the time so spent shall not be included in the num- 
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ber of days for which they are allowed to draw pay. Pro- 
vided further, that this act shall not apply to the compen- 
sation of any county commissioners designated under the 
special laws to act for any board of county commissioners 
in relation to the care of the poor, at a compensation fixed 
by law. And provided further, that in any county of this 
state whenever said county has a population of more than 
one hundred fifty thousand (150,000), but less than two 
hundred thousand (200,000) inhabitants, the county com- 
missioners thereof shall receive as compensation for such 
services six hundred' (600) dollars per annum, each, and 
no more, payable in monthly installments out of the coun- 
ty treasury of such county, upon warrants of the county 
auditor thereof, and which amount shall be in full for all 
services of any nature and in any capacity of such county 
commissioners.

Any and all bonds heretofore voted to be 
issued by the board of county commissioners of any coun- 
ty in this state for a lawful purpose, which bonds have 
heretofore by said board been sold, are hereby declared to 
be the valid and binding obligation of any such county ; 
provided only, that the issuance of such bonds was duly 
voted by a majority of the legal voters of any such coun- 
ty, voting upon a proposition for their issuance at any 
election held for that purpose; that said bonds are not to 
run for a longer term of years, or to draw a higher rate 
of interest than is by law allowed ; that they are sold for 
not less than their par value, and that the total indebted- 
ness of any such county, including such issue of bonds, 
does not exceed in amount, the indebtedness now author- 
ized by law. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

CHAPTER 42. H.F.No.70. 

An act to legalize the acts and conveyances of county conveyances 
commissioners in selling land owned by the county to re- ^^^aiized. 
ligious societies for cemetery purposes.

That all acts, proceedings and convey- 
ances of any board of county commissioners, wherein such 
board shall have sold land owned by the county to any re-

An act to legalize and confirm leches and contracts 
made by the board of county commissioners of organized 
counties in this state leasing lands for the purpose of ex- 
ploring for and mining iron ore and removing the same.

Section i. That in all cases where the board of 
county commissioners of any organized county in this 
state has heretofore entered into a lease or contract, in 
writing, with any person, persons, company or corpora- 
tion, purporting to lease to such person, persons, company 
or corporations any lands belonging to said county, or un- 
der the control of said county, for the purpose of explor- 
ing for, mining, taking out, and shipping therefrom the 
merchantable shipping iron ore, which is, or which may be 
found, on, or under, said lands, together with the right 
to construct all buildings, make all excavations, openings, 
ditches, drains, railroads, wagon roads and other improve- 
ments upon said premises which are, or may become suita- 
ble or necessary for the mining and removing of iron ore 
from said premises, with the right, during the existence 
of said lease or contract, or any extension thereof, to cut 
and use the timber found upon said premises, so far as 
may be necessary for fuel, other than for smelting pur- 
poses, and so far also as may be necessary for the con- 
struction of buildings required in the operation of any 
mine or mines found on the said premises so leased, and 
also the timber required for the drains, tramways, sup- 
ports, railroads, within such mine or mines or connecting 
the mine or mines with a new line or lines of railroad over 
or upon which the said ore may be transported; and all 
leases and contracts made by such board of county com- 
missioners whereby such board has leased the lands of 
said county or land controlled by said county for the pur- 
poses of mining iron ore, and has given to the party of 
the second part the right to go upon the lands so leased 
and explore for, mine or remove iron ore from such lands 
or beneath the surface of the same, are hereby in all things 
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legalized ratified and confirmed, and all such leases and 
contracts are hereby made the valid and binding obliga- 
tions of said county and valid and binding leases and con- 
tracts between said county and the said board of county 
commissioners, and the party or parties of the second 
part. Provided, however, that the leasehold interest in 
ail property contracted away or leased, as herein provided 
for, shall, after such leasing, be assessed and subject to 
taxation in the same way as property owned by private 
persons. 

Sec. 2. ^ This act shall take effect and be in force from' 
and after its passage.

Provided further, that when 
there is or may be hereafter, organized a soldiers' memo- 
rial or monument association within any county in this 
state, or when any post of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic shall undertake the erection of a monument or me- 
morial hall to the Union soldiers of the War of the Rebel- 
lion at the county seat of any county in the state, the board 
of county commissioners of such county are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to appropriate a sum of money 
not to exceed one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500),

ing inspector, or, if none, the city engineer, as to his age

inspector, or, if none, the city engineer for a license to 
operate passengers elevators. Such examination shall be ^^^^"Jj^canu 
held within ten days after such application, or at such oth- 
er time as may be fixed by the building inspector, or if 
none, the city engineer. Provided, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent any person who has made such ap- 
plication from running or operating any passenger ele- 
vator until such examination is held as so required.

Section i. ' Any and all bonds of any city in the 
State of Minnesota heretofore voted to be issued by the 
common council or the city council of any such city, and 
heretofore sold by any such city council or common coun- 
cil, are hereby declared to be duly authorized to be issued 
and to have been duly sold; provided, that in voting to 
issue said bonds and in selling the same any such city 
council or common council complied substantially with 
the provisions of the specific act of the legislature of the 
State of Minnesota under which it assumed to act; and 
provided further, that the bonded indebtedness of any 
city whose city council or common council shall have 
voted to issue such bonds shall not exceed, including 
the amount of said issue, but less the amount to the credit 
of any sinking fund existing in said city, ten per cent of 
the assessed valuation of the taxable property of such city. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: 

. Section i. The board of park commissioners of any ^^excessof 
city in this state, now or hereafter having over fifty thou- ^70,ooo. 
sand inhabitants, in addition to all the rights and powers 
heretofore granted thereto by law, is hereby authorized 
and empowered, for the purpose herein designated, to is- 
sue from time to time, as needed, the negotiable bonds 
of such city to an amount in the aggregate not exceeding 
seventy thousand dollars, in such denominations and pay- 
able at such places, and at such times not exceeding thirty 
years from the date thereof, as may be deemed best, and 
to bear interest payable semi-annually, at a rate not to

An act to authorise and empozver the city council or 
common council of cities in this state of over 50,000 inhab- 
itants to issue and sell municipal bonds for the purpose 
of improving the zvater works system of such cities.

Section i. The city council or common council of 
each city in this state, now or hereafter having over 50,- 
000 inhabitants, in addition to all the rights and powers 
heretofore granted thereto by law, is hereby authorized 
and empowered, for the purposes herein designated, to 
issue from time to time, as needed, the negotiable bonds 
of their respective cities to an amount in the aggregate 
not to exceed two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
said bond's to be made in such denominations and payable 
at such places and at such time not to exceed thirty years 
from the date thereof as may be deemed best, and to bear 
interest at a rate not to exceed 4 per cent per annum, 
payable semi-annually, and to have interest coupons at- 
tached, payable at such place or places as shall be desig- 
nated therein; and said city council or common council, 
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as the case may be, is further authorized to negotiate and 
sell such bonds from time to time to the highest bidder 
or bidders therefor and' upon the best terms that can be 
obtained for said bonds. Provided, that no such bond 
shall be sold for a less amount than the par value thereof 
and accrued interest thereon; and provided further, that 
said bonds shall not be issued until the issuance thereof 
is authorized by resolution or ordinance duly passed by a 
unanimous vote of all the members of the city council or 
common council of the city proposing to issue the same.

together with the proposed issue, less the amount of the 
funds and bonds of such city, which shall be in and con- 
stitute a part of the sinking fund of such city for the pay- 
ment of bonds, shall exceed ten per cent of the assessed 
valuation of the taxable property of such city as shown 
by the last preceding assessment. 

Sec. 3. All bonds issued under authority of this act Seiaiof 
shall be sealed with the seal of the city issuing them and ^ ^' 
signed by the mayor and attested by the clerk or recorder 
and countersigned by the city comptroller, or correspond- 
ing officer, if such officer exists in such city. The pro- 
ceeds of any and all bonds issued and sold under author- 
ity of this act shall be placed in the city treasury of the city 
issuing the same and shall be used only for the purpose of 
improving the water works system of such city by the con- 
struction of distribution mains and pumping station for 
such water works system ; and the proceeds of said bond's 
or any thereof shall not be used for any other purposes 
than those hereinbefore specified.

An act relating to advertising for bids and the letting 
of contracts, in excess of one hundred (lOo) dollars, by 
county commissioners, in all counties having tzvo hundred 
thousand (200,000) inhabitants, or over. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: 

Section i. In all counties of this state now having, 
or which shall hereafter have a population of two hun- 
dred thousand (200,000) inhabitants, or over, the coun- 
ty commissioners of any such county shall not make, 
suffer, or cause to be made any purchase or contract for 
goods, wares, merchandise or materials, for or on behalf 
of their county, the estimated value or expense of which 
shall exceed one hundred (100) dollars, without first 
causing at least seven (7) days notice to be given in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the county, publish- 
ing the official proceedings of the county commissioners, 
that proposals will be received for the purchase or fur- 
niishing of any such goods, wares, merchandise, or ma- 
terials for said county and the said county commission- 
ers shall make, or cause to be made such purchase or con- 
tract with the lowest responsible bidder, or in case bids 
so received are not satisfactory they shall readvertise for 
new bids. 

Sec. 2. All contracts for such supplies, materials, 
good%, wares. or merchandise shall be approved by reso- 
lution of the board of county commissioners and signed 
by the chairman of such board. Any action of such board 
of county commissioners, or of any committee thereof, 
or of any person or persons in violation of this act shall 
be null and void, as against the county. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the county commission- 
ers in all such counties, when thev have decided what 
work shall be done on the roads and bridges of the coun- 
ty, to invite bids for all such work, by posting notices 
for at least fifteen (15) days prior to the letting of the 
contract for the same, in at least three (3) of the most 
public places in the township w^herein such work is to 
be done and also by one publication in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the county, publishing the official 
proceedings of the board of county commissioners, at 
least ten (10) days previous to the date when such con- 
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tracts are to be awarded, and in case any portion bi such 
work is within the limits of any incorporated village, by 
also posting notices in three (3) of the most public places 
in such village, and such notices shall contain a brief de- 
scription of sucH work and shall state the time and place 
of awarding the contract for the same and at the time 
and place mentioned in such notice, it shall be the duty 
of such board to let such contract to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder, who shall in all cases be required to enter into 
a written contract evidencing the same, and said' board 
shall require a satisfactory bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of such contract.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: 

Section i. The salary of the sheriff of each county is.oooper 
of this state, having or which may hereafter have a pop- 
ulation of two hundred thousand (200,000) inhabitants, 
or over, shall be five thousand (5,000) dollars per an- 
num. 
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Sec. 2. The sheriff shall, perform all the duties and 
services now or which may hereafter be required by law 
to be performed by him, and in addition shall serve all 
papers, post all notices required by law to be served or 
posted on behalf of the state. or of the county for which 
he is elected, including all papers to be served or notices 
to be posted by the board of county commissioners, the 
county auditor or by any other county officer. 

Sec. 3. The sheriff shall appoint and employ one 
chief deputy, who shall be paid fifteen hundred (1,500) 
dollars per annum; one jailer, who shall be paid twelve 
hundred (1,206) dollars per annum; two outside depu- 
ties, who shall be paid fifteen hundred (1,500) dollars 
per annum each, and each of whom shall be required, in 
addition to the services to be performed for such com- 
pensation, to keep and maintain a team and to pay their 
own traveling expenses within said county while in the 
performance of the official duties assiened to them as 
such ; and one outside deputy, who shall receive a salary 
of twelve hundred (1,200) dollars per annum.

Said' deputies and em- 
ployes shall perform such duties pertaining to the office 
of sheriff as he may assign to them at any time. 

Sec. 7. In case of riot or other disturbances requiring 
additional deputies to keep the peace, or in case of emer- 
gencies, the sheriff may, upon the written order of the 
district court or any judge thereof within and for said 
county authorizing the same, appoint such additional 
temporary deputy or deputies as and for a period fixed

On the first Monday of each month, the Monthly 
sheriff shall file with the county auditor and county treas- ''^p^^^®- 
urer, duplicates containing a full and detailed statement 
of all business done in his office, the arnount and from 
whom fees have been received, the amount and from 
whom fees remain unpaid, and a detailed statement of all 
expenses incurred by him in the administration o£ his

The city council of any city and the govern- 
ing body of any village in this state are hereby authorized 
to grant a license ^o any person, firm or corporation ap- 
plying therefor, authorizing the ^ale of goods and mer- 
chandise at retail within the corporate limits of such city 
or village for a temporary or limited period of time, upon 
tlie payment of such sum as may be fixed and required 
by such council or governing body, not exceeding the

An act legalizing certain floating indebtedness of vil- Legalizing 
lages and authorising the issue of bonds with which to dSJt^Sf 
fund the same. villages. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota : 

Section i. Any and all orders heretofore issued by 
any village in this state for the following purposes, or 
either thereof, to-wit, in payment of the cost, in whole or 
in part, of constructing curbs along village streets; in 
payment of the cost, in whole or in part, of a village ar- 
mory ; in payment of the cost, in whole or in part, of vil- 
lage water works or electric light plant, or both com- 
bined, or the enlargement, improvement or repair there- 
of, — which said orders are still outstanding and unpaid, 
are hereby declared to be lawful, floating indebtedness 
of said village, as of the date of their issue, provided only, 
that the council of any such village and the voters thereof 
shall have heretofore recognized said orders by voting 
to issue bonds with which to take them up, whether the 
issuing of bonds for such purpose was or was not then au- 
thorized by any law of this state. 

Sec. 2. The village council of any village in this May issue 
state is hereby expressly empowered to issue the bonds ^°'^^^- 
of its village in such amount and denomination and 
bearing such rate of interest as the voters of any such 
village may have heretofore authorized by the votes of 
a majority of all such voters, voting upon a proposition 
as to whether or not the bonds of such village should be 
issued for the purpose of taking up outstanding village 
orders of the chara!cter described in section one of this 
act, whether any such issuance of bonds was or was not 
authorized at the time such vote was had. Such bonds 
may be issued and sold by any such village council in 
such manner as it shall deem proper, but for not less 
than their par value, and such bonds shall run for such 
term of years, not to exceed fifteen, and shall be payable 
at such place as may be by said village council determined'. 

The proceeds from the sale of any such bonds shall 
be paid over to the village treasurer to be used by him in 
taking up the specific indebtedness referred to in the 
action of the village council and in the proposition sub- 
mitted by it to voters of any such village and adopted 
by them as aforesaid. 
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Sec. 3. The right to issue bonds under this act shall 
not be affected by the amount of the indebtedness of any 
such village outstanding at the time of issuing bond's 
hereunder. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

CHAPTER 62. 

An act to authorise and empower villages under cer- 
tain circumstances to issue bonds for the payment of out- 
standing indebtedness. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: 

Section i. That any village in this state whose pop- 
ulation does not exceed five hundred ('5 00), and whose 
indebtedness does not exceed the sum of four thousand 
(4,000) dollars besides its bonded indebtedness, may is- 
sue its bonds for such an amount as may be necessary 
to pay such indebtedness, which bonds shall bear inter- 
est at a rate to be determined by the village council of 
said village, not to exceed the rate of seven (7%) per 
cent per annum, payable semi-annually, and shall ma- 
ture at such time as shall be determined by said village 
council not to exceed fifteen (15) years from date of 
their issuance. Such bonds shall be sold by the village 
council of such village in such manner as they shall deem 
advisable, but shall not be sold for less than their par 
value, and the proceeds arising from the sale thereof, shall 
be applied toward the payment of the debts of said vil- 
lage, not represented by its prior bonds. 

Sec. 2. Before any bonds shall be issued, pursuant 
to the provision of section one ( i ) of this act, the village 
council shall by resolution authorize the issuance thereof, 
subject to the approval of the legal voters of said village, 
and by such resolution, such village council shall deter- 
mine the amount of bonds to be issued, the rate of in- 
terest, which they shall bear, and the time of their matu- 
rity, and shall fix a time, either at an annual village elec- 
tioH or a special election to be called for that purpose, 
when the voters of said village shall vote upon the ques- 
tion of the issuance of said bonds, and at the time so fixed 
by said village council, the legal voters of such village 
shall vote upon the question of the issuance of such bonds.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota : 

Section i. That a board consisting of three (3) per- 
sons, citizens of Minnesota, shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, to be known as the board of Louisiana Purchase 
Managers for Minnesota, for the purposes in this act 
described. Any member of said board may be removed 
at any time and any vacancy in said board occurring at 
any time shall be filled by the governor. 

Sec. 2. Said board shall meet at such time and place 
as shall be fixed by the governor, and organize by the 
election of a president, vice president and secretary. Said 
board shall have power to make such rules, regulations 
and by-laws, for its own government as it may deem 
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necessary and expedient, and as will not conflict with the 
rules and regulations of said Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. The members of said board shall receive no Expenses 
compensation for their services and their reimbursement o^*>o«'rd.

in charge and sent under its authority for state exhibit 
by the citizens thereof; to insure the state from loss or 
damage to such exhibits, if deemed best; to return to the 
state or to the owners, or otherwise properly dispose of 
said exhibits as may be agreed by it ; to prepare and print 
and circulate at such exposition such literature and facts 
as shall, in the judgment of said board, be practicable 
and best make known resources, productiveness and de- 
velopment of the state; and said board shall, so far as 
practicable, have said printing done in the state by the 
state printing commission. 

Sec. 5. The board is authorized and directed to ap- superintend- 
point a suitable person as its superintendent to actively ^^naglsr 
manage and carry out its orders, and the object and pur- 
poses of this act, as well as to employ such other help 
as may be necessary therefor, but shall incur no liability 
on behalf of the state for such employment or appoint- 
ment in excess of the appropriation specifically limited 
fpr such purposes in this act. Said board shall, within the 
limits of such appropriation, be careful to so make its 
contracts as to insure the retention of and have proper 
assistance for the care of all exhibits in its charge until 
the close of such exposition and thereafter, until all ex- 
hibits made by or in the name of the state by its author- 
ity shall have been properly cared for, disposed of or re- 
turned to the state or owner as may have been agreed 
upon by said board. 
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Sec. 6. The superintendent so appointed by said 
board shall, before entering' upon his duties as such, ex-

leter, former state treasurer, arising from the insolvency 
of certain state depositories in which the money of the 
state was by said treasurer deposited; and said commis- 
sion thereupon determined to accept, on behalf of the 
state, the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000) in set- 
tlement of Siich liability; and said Joseph Bobleter has 
paid the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($i,i=:oo) on ac- 
count thereof; and 
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Whereas, The said loss occurred in the financial crisis 
of 1893,, when ^he state had on deposit in various banks, 
approved by the state board of auditors, nearly three mil- 
lion five hundred thousand dollars ($3,500,000), and, 
during the incumbency of said Joseph Bobleter, the state 
has received, as interest on deposits, the sum of $230,- 
628.13 (Report of state treasurer, 1894) ;^and 

Whereas, The supreme court, in determining the lia- 
bility of said Joseph Bobleter under the then existing 
laws, held the following language: 

"Technically speaking the loss was not his * * * 
We appreciate that if we sustain the court below, we hold, 
in effect, that the treasurer was, at the time in question, 
the guarantor of the continued solvency of a large number 
of banks scattered throughout the state, in which, in strict 
accordance with the statute, public funds were deposited 
from day to day, during his term of office," 86 N. W. 
Rep. 461. 

And, whereas, State treasurers have since been relieved 
from such liability, under similar circumstances, by 
chapter 140, General Laws of 1901, 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: 

Section i. That the provisions of section three (3) 
chapter one hundred and forty (140), General Laws of 
1 90 1, approved April 4, 1901, be, and the same are here- 
by extended to Joseph Bobleter during his former incum- 
bency as state treasurer, and said Joseph Bobleter is 
hereby released from liability to the state arising from the 
insolvency of any state depositories in which the moneys 
of the state were deposited during his incumbency as 
such state treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The attorney general is hereby authorized 
and directed to satisfy of record the order for judgment 
in the action commenced by the State of Minnesota 
against said Joseph Bobleter, to recover the moneys so 
deposited, now pending in the district court of Ramsey 
county, Minnesota, and to refrain from taking further ac- 
tion therein.

Whereas, The power and right to "regulate commerce 
among the several states,'' given by the constitution to 
congress, has, by repeated decisions of the supreme court, 
been held to include the right to fix reasonable maxi- 
mum rates for common carriers engaged in the transpor- 
tation of. such commerce; and 
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Whereas, The congress attempted to delegate its pow- 
er in this regard to the inter-state commerce commission 
and attempted to give said commission the necessary au- 
thority for that purpose; and 

Whereas, The Supreme Court of the United States has 
recently decided that the act creating the said inter-state 
commerce commission is seriously defective and incom- 
plete, and that while said act confers on said commission 
the power to declare existing rates unreasonable, it does 
not give said commission the power to prescribe a tariff: 
of reasonable rates to replace those found to be unreason- 
able; and 

Whereas, Since said decision, there is no tribunal hav- 
ing the power to correct any unreasonable rates or classi- 
fications of freights, in the domain of inter-state com- 
merce; and 

Whereas, One of the most important functions of the 
government is thus suspended, and immediate legislation 
is imperatively necessary to clothe said inter-state com- 
merce commission with adequate power to regulate inter- 
state commerce and to pres'cribe reasonable maximum 
rates for the transportation thereof, and the State. of Min- 
nesota as well as the entire Northwest is vitally interested 
in the enactment of such a law ; and 

Whereas: The Bill (S. 3575) introduced February 
5th, 1902, in the Senate of the United States by 
Senator Knute Nels'on, contains all of the provisions 
necessary to invest said Inter-State Ccmimerce Commis- 
sion with the powers needed for the purposes aforesaid, 
and said bill is, therefore, one of the most important bills 
now before Congress.

Whereas, the Enabling Act passed by the Congress of 
the United States, and Approved by the President, Feb- 
ruary 26th, A. D. 1857, providing for a convention to 
form a constitution for the State of Minnesota, and for 
the admission of such State into the Union, contained a 
compact that if the said convention whiqh shall form the 
constitution of said State shall provide, by a clause in said 
constitution, or an ordinance, irrevocable without the con- 
sent of the United States, that said State shall never in- 
terfere with the primary disposal of the soil within the 
same by the United States, or with any regulations con- 
gress may find necessary for securing a title in said soil 
to bona fide purchasers thereof; and that no tax shall be 
imposed on lands belonging to the United States; and 
that in no case shall non-resident proprietors be taxed 
higher than residents, all which said convention which 
formed the constitution did so provide, then that five per 
cent of the net proceeds of sales of all public lands within 
said State, which shall be sold by congress after the ad- 
mission of the said State into the Union, after deducting 
all the expenses incident to the same, shall be paid to said 
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State for the purpose of making pubHc roads and internal 
improvements, as the legislature shall direct. ^ 

And, Whereas, after the terms of said compact had 
been complied with by the State of Minnesota, congress 
disposed of a large proportion of said public lands in 
making compensation for military service rendered the 
United States, to the extent of many millions of acres, 
and has failed and refused to state an account in favor 
of or to pay to'the State of Minnesota five per cent of the 
minimum price of said lands so disposed of, after deduct- 
ing all expenses incident to the sale of the same, whereby 
the United States has become indebted to the State of 
Minnesota lo the extent and in the sum of about five hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and congress, though solicited, has 
failed to make the necessary appropriations to enable the 
accounting officers of the Treasury to state and pay this 
account so justly due.
